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PM  issues  ultimatum  to  NRP  on  early  elections

Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu  expects  the  National 
Religious  Party  to  notify  him 
today  whether  or  not  it  supports 
the  government  or  prefers  advanc¬ 
ing  elections. 

This  is  widely  interpreted  as  a 
warning,  if  not  an  ultimatum.  The 
faction  will  meet  this  morning  to 
consider  a  reply. 

If  the  NRP  cannot  assure 
Netanyahu  that  it  will  vote  with 
the  Ppvemmeni,  the  prime  minis¬ 
ter  may  opt  for  national  unity. 


despite  denials  yesterday  by  both 
Netanyahu  and  Labor  Party  chair¬ 
man  Ehud  Barak  that  they  are 
hatching  national  unity  schemes. 

Meanwhile,  Netanyahu  will 
seek  to  bring  Gesher  MK  David 
Levy  back  into  his  coalition.  For 
the  first  time  in  months  Levy  has 
not  rebuffed  Netanyahu  out  of 
hand,  but  even  if  the  prime  minis¬ 
ter  wins  him  over.  Levy  and  the 
two  Gesher  MKs  who  still  toe  his 
line  will  not  assure  Netanyahu  of 
parliamentary  survival. 

Levy  was  reported  by  his  broth¬ 
er  Maxim  and  Yehuda  Lankri  -  the 


only  Gesher  MKs  still  totally  loyal 
to  him  -  as  having  reacted  to 
Netanyahu's  latest  overtures  by 
saying  that  “this  time  there  may  be 
something  to  talk  about,"  despite 
the  fact  that  the  only  two  portfo¬ 
lios  he  could  be  offered  are  ones 
he  has  already  rejected. 

According  to  sources  in  both  the 
Likud  and  Gesher,  Netanyahu 
offered  Levy  the  finance  portfolio, 
or.  if  he  so  wishes,  the  National 
Infrastructure  portfolio,  which 
Foreign  Minister  Ariel  Sharon 
would  be  ready  to  yield. 

The  problem  is  that  Sharon 


holds  the  Foreign  Affairs  portfo¬ 
lio,  which  Levy  relinquished  when 
he  quit  last  January. 

Levy  opposed  Sharon  becoming 
foreign  minister  and  has  only 
recently  blasted  the  notion  that  he 
inherit  the  infrastructure  portfolio 
he  helped  sew  together  for  Sharon 
when  the  Netanyahu  government 
was  set  up  in  1996. 

Levy  was  offered  finance  during 
the  formation  of  the  government! 
and  this  offer  was  repeated  several 
times  after  his  departure  from  the 
government.  Levy  has  always 
rejected  it. 


Lankri  sought  to  explain  yester¬ 
day  that  “now  that  Netanyahu  has 
signed  the  Wye  agreement,  the 
government  has  shown  it  is  serious 
about  peace.  That  was  one  of  our 
complaints  last  year,  and  now  it  is 
gone.  Perhaps  we  can  alter  the  bal¬ 
ance  on  socio-economic  issues  as 
well,  and  therefore  we  need  to 
consider  carefully  what  to  do 
about  this  offer." 

Maxim  Levy  told  The  Jerusalem 
Post  that  his  brother  is  “now  waiting 
for  a  formal  offer  and  he  will  give  it 
fair  consideration."  This  formal  offer 
is  expected  to  come  this  morning. 


However.  Levy’s  dowry  has 
shrunk.  His  five-member  Gesher 
faction  is  now  down  to  three. 
MKs  Michael  Kleiner  and  David 
Magen  both  voted  against  the 
Wye  agreement. 

Kleiner  heads  the  Knesset's  Land 
of  Israel  From  and  Magen  suspend¬ 
ed  his  membership  in  Gesher.  The 
addition  of  three  MKs  will  not 
assure  Netanyahu  of  the  parliamen¬ 
tary  majority  be  now  lacks. 

There  is  talk  now  of  restoring 
Gesher  to  the  Likud.  The  lure  for 
Levy  would  be  a  slice  of  the  cen¬ 
tral  committee  membership. 


something  he  was  after  before  he 
broke  away  from  the  Likud. 

In  both  the  Likud  and  Gesher  the 
consensus  is  that  Levy's  change  of 
heart  stems  primarily  from  the 
poor  showing  of  his  party  at  the 
recent  local  elections.  That  erased 
his  hopes  of  running  successfully 
for  the  Knesset  and  the  premier¬ 
ship  on  the  Gesher  ticket. 

Coalition  whip  Meir  Sheetrit, 
meanwhile,  assembled  most  Likud 
MKs  yesterday  to  deliberate  on 
national  unity.

3  troops  wounded 
in  Lebanon

Tension  was  running  high  in  the 
North  last  night  following  heavy 
fighting  in  south  Lebanon  in 
which  three  IDF  soldiers  were 
wounded  -  two  of  them  seriously. 

One  of  the  wounded  soldiers 
was  reported  to  be  in  critical  con¬ 
dition  after  both  his  legs  were 
blown  off  from  the  blast  of  either 
a  mortar  round  or  an  anti-tank 
missile. 

Two  South  Lebanese  Army  sol¬ 
diers  were  also  lightly  hurt  in  the 
bombardments  yesterday.  Reports 
from  Lebanon  said  three  civilians, 
one  of  them  a  young  boy,  were 
wounded  in  the  Nabatiya  region 
north  of  the  security  zone,  appar¬ 
ently  as  a  result  of  SLA  shelling. 

IAF  warplanes  twice  struck  at 
Hizbullah  targets  north  of  the 
security  zone  and  helicopter  gun- 
ships  were  also  in  action  during 
the  fighting  -  the  heaviest  in  the 
region  in  several  months. 

In  the  past.  Hizbullah  responded 
with  Katyusha  rocket  attacks  on 


the  Galilee  for  the  wounding  of 
Lebanese  civilians,  although 
more  recently  the  retaliation  has 
taken  the  form  of  mortar  fire  at 
EDF  outposts  on  the  border. 

It  was  not  clear  last  night 
whether  there  would  be  an  escala¬ 
tion  following  the  fierce  artillery 
duels,  although  some  residents  of 
Galilee  communities  decided  to 
sleep  in  shelters  as  a  precaution. 

The  two  soldiers  who  were 
badly  wounded  were  members  of 
a  tank  crew. 

They  had  been  outside  checking 
the  vehicle  at  the  IDF’s  DIa’at 
outpost,  in  the  eastern  sector  of 
the  zone,  when  the  position  came 
under  a  sustained  Hizbullah 
attack. 

Brig.-Gen.  Effi  (Fein)  Eitara, 
commander  of  the  Galilee  region, 
said  that  about  30  minutes  earlier 
the  Naha!  Brigade  soldiers  man¬ 
ning  the  Dla'at  position  had  com¬ 
pleted  an  exercise  in  repulsing  an 
attack  on  the  outpost. 

The  tank  crew  was  released  to 
inspect  their  vehicle  for  nighttime 


activities. 

“Two  members  of  the  crew,  the 
commander  and  the  gunner,  were 
inside  and  rhe  driver  and  the 
loader  were  outside,"  Eitam  told 
reporters  in  the  North  last  night. 
The  two  inside  the  tank  were 
unhurt 

The  two  outside  “were  both 
wearing  their  flak  jackets  and  hel¬ 
mets  and  were  wounded  in  the 
limbs  either  by  a  mortar  or  anti¬ 
tank  missile.”  he  said. 

Hizbullah  gunmen  tried  to 
approach  the  position  under  cover 
of  the  mortar  and  anti-tank  mis¬ 
sile  bombardments  but  were 
repulsed  by  heavy  counter  fire 
from  troops  manning  the  outpost 
aided  by  IDF  artillery  and  heli¬ 
copter  gunships. 

About  seven  or  eight  separate 
Hizbullah  units,  totalling  as  many 
as  60  gunmen,  were  involved  in 
the  bombardments  and  the 
abortive  ground  assault  which 
lasted  for  just  over  15  minutes.

PA  plans  West  Bank  airport

The  Palestinian  Authority,  which 
hopes  to  gain  momentum  toward 
independence  with  today's  opening 
of  Gaza  International  Airport,  is 
already  planning  to  build  another 
airfield,  this  time  in  the  'West  Bank. 

“We  are  planning  to  make  a  strip 
in  the  West  Bank  within  a  year,” 
said  Capt  Salman  Abu  .Halib, 
head  of  civil  aviation  for  the  PA- 
Tbe  location  has  not  been  deter¬ 
mined,  he  said 

According  to  Shlomo  Dior, 
spokesman  for  the  coordinator  of 
activities  in  the  territories,  the 
venue  would  need  to  be  worked 
out  in  discussions  with  Israel  or 
else  face  a  veto. 

At  the  Gaza  airport,  located  at 
Dahaniya  along  tbe  Egyptian  border, 
PA  Chairman  Yasser  Arafat  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  greet  the  first  atriving  flight  at 
8:30  ajn,  according  to  PA  officials. 

That  will  be  ait  Egypt  Air  flight 


from  Cairo,  bearing  Egyptian  cab¬ 
inet  ministers,  political  figures, 
and  entertainers,  including  actor 
Adel  Imam. 

“All  of  the  passengers  will  be 
our  guests  overnight  in  Gaza,” 
Itim  quoted  Arafat  as  saying. 

Other  flights  scheduled  to  arrive 
today  are  from  Morocco,  Jordan, 
Spain.  Holland,  and  Saudi  Arabia, 
Itim  reported. 

Beyond  the  airport's  role  as  a 
symbol  of  sovereignty,  it  promises 
to  significantly  ease  travel  for 
Palestinians,  especially  residents 
of  Gaza. 

Henceforth,  those  seeking  to 
travel  by  air  will  no  longer  have  to 
obtain  permits  to  enter  Israel. 

Moreover,  the  airport  opens  up 
new  possibilities  for  importing 
and  exporting  goods,  without 
expensive  and  time-consuming 
shipment  via  Israel. 

Israeli  personnel  will  be  stationed 
at  the  aiiport  for  security  control. 


including  in  the  tower,  but  will  be 
“'l^visibie',  to  die  public,  Dror  said. 

The  set-up  inside  the  terminal 
will  be  the  same  as  at  the  Rafeh 
crossing  and  Allenby  Bridge, 
where  Israeli  personnel  are  situat¬ 
ed  behind  screens.

Nevertheless,  Israel  has  barred  its 
own  citizens  from  using  the  airport, 
citing  security  considerations. 

Abu  Halib  said  the  West  Bank 
facility  would  be  used  for  flights 
to  and  from  Gaza  International 
Airport.  PA  officials  plan  to 
broach  the  idea  with  Israeli  coun¬ 
terparts  once  the  Gaza  facility  is 
up  and  running,  he  said! 

The  idea  of  building  a  PA  airport 
in  the  West  Bank  is  in  accordance 
with  the  Oslo  Accords,  Dror  said. 
But,  be  stressed,  “the  site  and  every¬ 
thing  around  it  must  be  carefully 
selected  in  coordination  with  us.” 


Netanyahu  off  to  Europe  tomorrow

Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu,  wbo  is  to  meet  with 
British  Prime  Minister  Tony  Blair 
on  Thursday,  plans  to  thank  him 
for  maintaining  a  stance  against  a 
unilateral  Palestinian  declaration 
of  statehood  -  although  Blair  has 
□ever  officially  taken  this  position. 

Sources  say  that  in  the  course  of 
Netanyahu's  five-day  European 
trip,  which  begins  tomorrow,  he 
will  thank  Blair  for  his  stand 
against  the  unilateral  declaration 
of  Palestinian  statehood  A  senior 
source  close  to  the  British  govern¬ 
ment  said  in  response  that  he  was 
“very  surprised  to  hear  of 
Netanyahu's  intention,  seeing  as 
Britain  has  not  gone  on  the  record 
with  this  sort  of  statement.” 

What  Britain  has  gone  on  the 
record  with,  in  fact,  is  its  stand 
against  the  unilateral  action  of  set¬ 
tlement  building. 


Earlier  this  month,  when  a  fence 
was  erected  around  Ras  el-Amud 
and  increased  investment  in  settle¬ 
ments  was  announced,  the  British 
Consulate-General  in  Jerusalem 
reiterated  Britain's  position  that 
settlements  in  the  occupied  territo¬ 
ries  and  east  Jerusalem  are  illegal 
under  international  law  and  an 
obstacle  to  peace. 

The  projects,  a  statement  pub¬ 
lished  ax  the  time  said,  were  “both 
highly  controversial  and  risk 
undermining  the  new  spirit  of 
cooperation  forged  at  Wye.” 

A  senior  official  at  the  British 
Embassy  said  yesterday  that  “we 
maintain  a  balanced  stance,  and 
urge  both  sides  to  refrain  from 
unilateral  actions  which  couJd 
effect  the  peace  process." 

If  Netanyahu  wants  to  thank  Blair 
for  that  position,  said  the  official 
“he  would  be  welcome  to  do  so.” 

Netanyahu  is  expected  to  be 
faced  with  some  hard  questions  of 


a  different  kind  when  be  makes  a 
quick  stop  in  Switzerland  en  route 
to  England.  There,  he  will  attend  a 
high-tech  trade  fair  in  Zurich  and 
meet  with  Swiss  President  Flavio 
Cotti,  Defense  Minister  Adolf 
Ogi,  and  Economics  Minister 
Pascal  Couchepin  in  Bern. 

The  topics  of  discussion  on  the 
official  agenda  are  economic  joint 
projects  and  the  potential  for 
increasing  military  trade,  which  is 
expected  to  reach  $1  billion  in  tbe 
next  five  years.  In  addition, 
Netanyahu  intends  to  ask  Cotti  to 
support  the  fight  against  transfer  of 
unconventional  technology  to  Iran. 

However,  another  issue  that  will 
doubtlessly  come  up  is  the  Swiss 
dissatisfaction  with  Netanyahu's 
involvement  in  the  fight  for 
Holocaust-era  restitution.  Swiss 
government  spokesperson  Achille 
Casanova  said  last  week  thar 
Netanyahu’s  attendance  at  an  award 
ceremony  in  the  Knesset  honoring 


US  Sen.  Alfonse  D’Amato  and  three 
other  Americans  who  helped  force 
Swiss  banks  into  the  $1.25  billion 
settlement  had  “cast  a  shadow”  over 
the  upcoming  visit. 

Netanyahu  briefed  the  foreign 
press  yesterday,  preempting  such 
criticism  by  praising  the  Swiss 
government,  and  Cotti  in  particu¬ 
lar,  “for  handling  (the  restitution 
issue)  deftly,  with  great  attention... 
despite  the  many  difficulties  that 
they  faced." 

After  Switzerland  and  Britain, 
Netanyahu  will  spend  the  weekend 
in  Spain,  as  the  guest  of  Prime 
Minister  Jose  Maria  Aznar.  There, 
he  will  brief  his  hosts  on  the  Wye 
accord  implementation,  and  ask 
Aznar  to  refrain  from  supporting 
“any  one-sided  agreements  which 
might  jeopardize  the  peace  process." 

Palestinian  Authority  Chairman 
Yasser  Arafat  is  also  travelling  to 
Europe,  inaugurating  the  Gaza  air¬ 
port  with  a  flight  to  Paris  today.

lahiani,  who  gleaned  35%  of  tbe 
votes  in  the  previous  round,  is  the 
son  of  a  street  sweeper  who  made 
good.  Today  he  is  a  wealthy  real 
estate  man,  wbo  has  invested  some 
NIS  2  million  in  his  campaign. 

The  campaign  is  also  heating  up 
in  Migdal  Ha'emek,  where 
Susanne  Amor  (Likud),  wife  of 
longtime  mayor  and  MK  Shaul 
Amor,  is  tunning  against  Brig.- 
Gen.  (res.)

Commandos9  parents 
reject  IDF  stance

The  parents  of  Third  Petty 
Officer  Guy  Golan  and  3PO  Raz 
Tebi.  two  of  the  naval  commandos 
killed  in  a  botched  raid  in 
Lebanon  in  September  1996,  have 
rejected  an  IDF  explanation  and 
apology  for  the  burial  of  their 
sons'  remains  wiihont  notification. 

In  a  statement  issued  by  their 
lawyer,  the  parents  continue  to 
demand  that  the  IDF  conduct  a 
DNA  test  of  the  remains  to  make 
sure  that  they  were  from  their  sons. 

Parts  of  their  bodies  were 
returned  immediately  after  the 
raid,  but  other  remains  arrived  in 
June  1997  in  an  exchange  deal 
worked  out  with  Hizbullah.  The 
army  buried  these  remains  without 
informing  the  parents,  saying  this 


is  standard  practice. 

Since  finding  out  two  weeks 
later,  the  families  have  demanded 
justice  and  have  expressed  con¬ 
tempt  for  the  way  the  EDF  behaved 
and  this  week  have  turned  to  the 
press  to  convey  their  anger. 

The  Golan  and  Tebi  families 
flatly  rejected  the  IDF  claim  that 
the  body  parts  were  identified  by 
professionals,  saying  comparing 
skin  color  and  size  was  not 
enough. 

“The  families  are  repeating  their 
demand  for  professional  identifi¬ 
cation  of  the  body  parts  and  an 
honorable  burial."  the  statement 
said. 

It  added  their  demand  that  an 
inquiry  be  held  to  stop  the  practice 
of  burying  body  parts  without 
notifying  the  family.

PM  tries  to  reassure  Samaria  settlers

Prime  Minister  Binyamin 
Netanyahu  yesterday  met  with 
residents  of  the  northern  Samaria 
settlements  of  Homesh,  Kadim, 
Ganim,  and  Sbavei  Sbomron  to 
offer  his  assurance  their  commu¬ 
nities  will  remain  an  integral  part 
of  Israel. 

Many  of  the  residents  said  all 
they  heard  were  promises,  and  that 
Netanyahu  had  failed  to  respond 
to  their  fears  concerning  security, 
but  others  said  they  felt  reassured 
by  his  words. . 

Meanwhile,  a  group  of  settlers 
took  over  a  hilltop  near  Elon 
Moreh.  and  the  IDF  declared  Hill 
777  near  Itamar  a  closed  military 
zone  and  demanded  dial  the  group 
which  set  up  an  encampment  there 
on  Sunday  leave  the  area. 

Ya’acov  Even,  secretary  of 
Ganim  and  Kadim,  said  some  300 
people  packed  the  hall  and  greeted 
Netanyahu  and  his  entourage.  Last 
week,  residents  had  expressed 
anger  that  government  officials 
had  failed  to  meet  with  them 
before  the  redeployment  and 
inform  them  how  their  lives  will 
be  affected.  They  feared  they 
would  be  forced  to  pass 
Palestinian  roadblocks  driving  to 
and  from  their  homes. 

Netanyahu  assured  them  that  the 
roads  will  remain  under  Israeli 
control  and  that  the  government 
would  push  for  the  completion  of 
bypass  roads. 

“I  came  here  to  give  you  my 
support  and  inform  you  that  we 
are  ready  to  invest,"  he  said.  “We 
are  a  free  country  and  I  can’t  force 
anyone  to  remain,  but  I  advise  you

Israel,  Jordan  move 
closer  on  economic  ties

AMMAN  -  Israel  and  Jordan 
yesterday  agreed  to  a  series  of 
measures  aimed  at  improving 
bilateral  economic  ties  and  those 
with  the  Palestinian  Authority. 

Speaking  to  journalists  after 
meeting  Crown  Prince  Hassan  and 
Prime  Minister  Fayez  Tarawneb, 
Foreign  Minister  Ariel  Sbaron 
said  next  week  he  will  ask  the 
donor  nations  to  pledge  money  for 
a  multi-year  program  to  construct 
a  huge  regional  desalination  plant. 

“The  problem  of  water  in  the 
region  is  a  central  one  and  does 
not  belong  to  just  one  country," 
said  Sharon,  who  said  the  program 
will  run  for  more  than  a  decade. 

Jordan’s  Foreign  Minister  Abdel 
Ilah  Khatib,  meanwhile,  rejected 


the  suggestion  that  Sunday’s 
Syrian-Jordanian  decision  to  set 
up  an  early  warning  system  for 
water  quality  in  the  Yarmuk  River 
would  contravene  any  water 
agreements  with  Israel. 

In  a  varied  discussion,  also 
attended  by  Industry  and  Trade 
Minister  Natan  Sharansky,  the  two 
sides  agreed  to  ask  the  US  to 
expand  the  Irfoid  free-trade  zone 
by  200  dunams  (50  acres),  and  to 
create  new  zones  at  Mafraq  and 
straddling  the  border  just  south  of 
Beit  She’ an  near  Kibbutz  Tirar 
Zvi. 

“American  approval  should  be  a 
formality,"  said  a  Sharansky  aide. 

The  two  sides  failed  to  reach  full 
agreement  on  Jordan's  request 
that  Israel  allow  the  export  of 
some  1 ,800  products  to  the  territo-

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Senior  military  sources  said  it 
was  unlikely  that  they  were  trying 
to  overrun  the  position  but  proba¬ 
bly  wanted  to  raise  Hizbullah's 
flag  on  the  ramparts  as  part  of  the 
organization’s  psychological  war 
against  the  IDF  and  SLA.

During  the  fighting  in  the  Dla'at 


region  mortars  also  hit  a  nearby 
SLA  outpost  and  two  of  the  sol¬ 
diers  there  were  lightly  wounded 
Once  again  Hizbullah  gunmen 
fired  mortars  from  the  outskirts  of 
villages  north  of  the  zone.

12  Palestinians 
lightly  wounded 
in  Dura  clash

Ten  Palestinian  students  were 
lightly  wounded  yesterday  in 
Dura,  south  of  Hebron,  when  an 
IDF  patrol  used  tear  gas  and  fired 
rubber  bullets  after  being  attacked 
by  stones  and  petrol  bombs, 
Palestinian  sources  said. 

Two  Palestinian  policemen  were 
also  tightly  wounded  by  rubber 
bullets  during  the  incident,  the 
sources  added.  They  had  been  try¬ 
ing  to  control  those  attacking  the 
IDF  patrol,  the  sources  said. 

Die  EDF  Spokesman  said  in  a 
statement  last  night  that  the  patrol 
was  “attacked  by  Palestinian 
youths  who  rioted  and  burned  tires. 
IDF  forces  dispersed  the  rioters 
with  rubber  bullets  and  tear  gas. 
There  were  no  wounded  [soldiers] 
and  no  damage  was  inflicted." 

The  wounded  Palestinians  were 
transferred  to  a  hospital  in  Hebron, 
the  Palestinian  sources  said.  A 
staffer  at  Alia  Hospital  said  that 
one  person  was  treated  there  for 
tear  gas  inhalation  and  released 
and  other  people  were  treated  at 
Ahii  Hospital  and  released.

The  move  follows  a  Supreme 
Court  decision  permitting  Reform 
and  Conservative  Jews  to  sit  on 
the  councils. 

United  Torah  Judaism  threat¬ 
ened  to  quit  the  coalition  if  a  reli¬ 
gious  council  convened  with  a 
Reform  or  Conservative  member 
in  attendance.  Ashkenazi  Chief 
Rabbi  Yisrael  Meir  Lau  spoke 
against  members  of  the  Reform 
movement  sitting  on  the  religious 
councils  but  did  not  object  to  the 
councils  being  abolished  or  taking 
on  a  different  form. 

The  Knesset  Interior  Committee 
is  due  to  discuss  several  bills  on 
the  matter  next  week. 

In  a  preliminary  meeting  yester¬ 
day  at  die  Chief  Rabbinate.  Interior 
Committee  chairman  Micha 
Goldman  (Labor)  called  for  a  “com¬ 


plete  revolution  in  the  religious 
councils.”  He  expected  large  savings 
which  could  be  spent  directly  on 
improving  religious  services. 
Goldman  said  90%  of  the  religious 
councils'  budgets  go  on  salaries. 

At  a  later  meeting  with  Labor 
leader  Ehud  Barak  both  Lau  and 
Bakshi-Doron  spoke  of  the  need  to 
revamp  the  religious  councils.  ■  . 

“It  is  commooseiise  to  support 
efficiency  steps  even  in  the  reli¬ 
gious  councils,  but  one  cannot 
ignore  the  fact  that  the  move 
comes  after  the  High  Court  ruling 
regarding  the  Reform  and 
Conservative  members  on  the  reli¬ 
gious  councils,”  Barak  said. 

Yona  Yahav  noted  that  his  bill 
calling  for  the  religious  councils  to 
be  disbanded  passed  preliminary 
reading  last  November  with  sup¬ 
port  of  MKs  from  different  parties, 
including  haredim. 

MK  Akx  Lubotzky  (Third  Way) 
said  yesterday  he  also  favtns  dis¬ 
banding  the  religious  councils. 
The  Third  Way  will  vote  against 
any  proposal  which  discriminates 
against  the  Conservative,  Reform  or 
Reconstructionists  even  if  it  means 
voting  no-confidence  in  the  prime 


minister”  Lubotzky  said.  He  said 
the  religious  councils  are  being 
used  by  the  religious  parties  like  the 
Histadrut  was  used  by  Labor. 

Deputy  Education  Minister 
Eliezer  Zandbetg  (Tsomet)  called 
on  the  prime  minister  not  to  give 
in  to  threats  which  would  prevent 
non-OrthodoX  members  from  sit¬ 
ting  on  the  religious  councils. 

Meretz  leader  Yossi  Sarid  said 
although  be  favors  abolishing  die 
religious  councils,  in  theory  he 
does  not  believe  that  they  would 
cease  to  exist  ‘They  will  just 
exist  under  a  different  name,”  he 
said. 

Moledet’s  Benny  Eton.  who  is 
religious,  said  be  objects  to  the  reli¬ 
gious  councils  having  members 
who  are  chosen  by  political  parties. 

At  the  meeting  with  Interior 
Committee  members  at  the  Chief 
Rabbinate,  Goldman  asked  the 
chief  rabbis  to  inform  rabbis  paid 
by  state  funds  that  they  are  for¬ 
bidden  by  law  to  be  involved  in 
political  party  activities  of  any 
kind.

Students  reject  PM  spokesman’s 

verbal  assault

Attempts  to  renew  the  talks 
among  Prime  Minister  Binyarmn 
Netanyahu,  Treasury  officials  and 
student  leaders  continued  behind  the 
scenes  yesterday,  even  as  verbal 
broadsides  were  exchanged  over  the 
students’  failure  to  attend  a  meeting 
■with  Netanyahu  late  Sunday  (tight. 

Student  leaders  vowed  to  contin¬ 
ue  the  strike.  Histadrut  Chairman 
Amir  Peretz  said  the  Histadrut 
would  shut  down  the  economy 
tomorrow,  but  be  also  urged  the 
students  to  resume  negotiations. 

The  students  accused  Treasury 
officials  of  using  Netanyahu  as  the 
“good  cop”  in  negotiations  but 
restricting  what  he  can  offer.  ^ 

Meanwhile,  Netanyahus 
spokesman  Aviv  Bushinsky  said 
the  current  student  leadership  is 
"incapable”  of  ending  the  strike. 

“A  wty,  very  negative  dynamic  of 
negotiations  has  developed  here,  in 
which...  the  prime  minister  is  really 
Hying  to  solve  the  crisis,  but  the 
Treasury  restricts  wbat  he  can  do. 
Yoav  Heller,  leader  of  the  student 
struggle,  said  in  explaining  why  the 
Students  skipped  the  tneetnig. 

Heller  said  the  students  had  been 
facing  another  night  of  long  dis¬ 
cussions  which  they  believed

Treasury  Budget  Director  David 
MHgrom  also  criticized  the  stu¬ 
dents,  saying  they  “have  lost  con¬ 
trol  and  lack  the  will  and  ability  to 
end  the  strike.  In  doing  so,  they 
are  demonstrating  a  lack  of 


responsibility  for  the  students  who 
are  missing  classes  ” 

But  Eiian  Zeliger,  a  student 
leader  and  Likud  activist,  rejected 
Bushinsky’s  claims  of  politiciza¬ 
tion  and  said  if  someone  in  the 
Prime  Minister’s  Office  still 
believes  it  is  political,  they  should 
know  that  thousands  of  partici¬ 
pants  in  the  demonstrations  are 
Likud  supporters. 

Several  dozen  students  participat¬ 
ed  in  yesterday’s  demonstration 
opposite  the  Knesset  by  Mekorot 
workers,  and  students  took  their 
protest  on  the  road,  launching  a 
motorcade  which  will  hold  demon¬ 
strations  in  various  cities,  ending  in 
Kiryat  Gat  tomorrow.

The  current  crisis  was  spawned 
by  United  Torah  Judaism  and  Shas 
threats  to  leave  the  government  if 
a  way  is  not  found  to  circumvent 
the  High  Court  decision  last  week, 
which  ordered  the  Jerusalem  and 
Kiryat  Tivod  religious  councils  to 
seat  Reform  and  Conservative  rep¬ 
resentatives. 

These  threats,  as  well  as  com¬ 
parisons  some  haredi  politicians 
are  making  between  Reform  and 
Conservative  Judaism  and 
Christianity,  and  demands  for  a 
law  to  bypass  the  High  Court  on 
this  issue,  all  sound  distinctly 
familiar  to  Brenner. 

Last  year,  she  was  the  central 
partner  in  this  very  same  dance.  In 
August  1997,  after  three  years  of 
legal  wrangling,,  the  High  Court 
ordered  that  Brenner,  a  Meretz 
representative  and  member  of 
Netanya’s  Reform  synagogue,  be 
allowed  to  join  Netanya,s  reli¬ 
gious  council  She  was  the  first 

‘The  same  reactions  that  we  are 
seeing  now.”  Brenner  said,  “were 
seen  then  as  well.  It  was  a  big 
deal,  a  major  storm.  People  talked 
as  if  the  world  was  lulling  apart 
and  that  the  government  would 
fall.  Everything  going  on  now  is 
very  similar.” 

That  being  the  case,  and  past 
experience  often  being  a  reliable 
gauge  of  what  to  expect  in  the 
future,  it  is  instructive  to  look  at 
Brenner’s  experience  on  the 
Netanya  council  to  see  what  may 
be  in  store  in  Jerusalem  and  Kiryat 
Tivod. 

First  of  all,  despite  the  threats  to

And  despite  calls  to  disband  the 
religious,  con  ncils  and  have  anoth¬ 
er,  more  efficient  body  provide 
religions  service,  no  such  action 
has  been  taken.

Menachem  -  asked  for  the  matter  to  be  put  to  a  vote  in  the  party 
central  committee.  The  party’s  relations  with  the  Sephardi  com¬ 
munities  are  of  “primary  importance,"  relate  to  the  party's  basic 
values,  and  have  far-reaching  implications,  they  said.  Labor 
sources  said  the  move  is  considered  a  “stab  in  the  back"  of  Ebud 
Barak,  who  backed  Orr’s  reinstatement.

Wiesenihal  Center  seeks  Latvian  apology 

The  Simon  Wiesenthal  Center  yesterday  demanded  an  apology 
for  a  recent  advertisement  the  Latvian  government  put  in  the 
Israeli  press.  The  advertisement  published  in  the  name  of 
President  Guntis  Ulmanis  last  Wednesday  to  celebrate  Latvia’s 
independence  omitted  any  mention  of  the  Holocaust  and 
Latvia's  role  in  the  killing  of  Jews.  “In  effect,  this  ad  is  a  public 
announcement  that  the  denial  of  the  role  played  by  numerous 
Latvians  in  the  murder  of  the  local  Jewish  communities,  the 
annihilation  of  thousands  of  German  and  Austrian  Jews  deport¬ 
ed  to  Latvia... has  become  official  policy,”  a  statement  issued  by 
the  center  said.  A  spokeswoman  for  Ulmanis.  however,  said  that 
given  his  previous  statements  on  the  Holocaust  where  he 
expressed  contrition,  the  president  did  not  feel  it  necessary  to 
mention  the  subject  in  an  independence  advertisement.  Reuters 

11,000  women  got  help  from  crisis  centers 

For  the  first  time,  there  is  a  clear  if  partial  measure  of  violence 
against  women  in  this  country.  The  Israel  Women’s  Network 
released  statistics  yesterday  from  the  first  nationwide  survey  of 
agencies  that  deal  with  domestic  violence  and  sexual  assault. 

Nearly  11.000  women  turned  to  the  country’s  nine  rape  crisis 
centers  in  1997.  Eight  hundred  women  and  1,100  children 
sought  protection  in  12  shelters  for  battered  women.  At  least 
1.410  battered  women  were  treated  in  emergency  rooms;  this 
number  reflects  only  cases  brought  to  the  attention  of  social 
workers.  More  than  9.000  calls  were  fielded  by  hot  lines.  Police 
recorded  20,057  complaints  of  domestic  violence,  766  of  rape 
and  1 ,749  of  indecent  acts.  Esther  Hechl

ened  its  political  image  by 
announcing  that  Jewish  Agency 
chairman  Avraham  Burg,  (Labor) 
and  ,KdfKi  Alex  Lubotzky  (Third 
Way)  had  joined  its  ranks. 

According  to  Ofer  Glantz,  head' 
of  the  Meimad  political  branch, 
the  two  are  the  first  of  a  number  of 
high-profile  political  figures  who 
wU!  be  joining  Meimad  in  the  near 
future.  Their  joining  marked 
Mei  mad’s  transition  from  an  ideo¬ 
logical  movement  since  “Our  aim 
is  to  run  for  the  Knesset,"  Glantz 
said. 

Glantz  said  Meimad  was  centrist 
and  he  admitted  that  “it  is  crowd¬ 
ed  in  the  center."  The  fact  that  both 
Burg,  who  was  known  as  a  leftist, 
and  Luboisfcy,  who  came  from  the 
right,  could  find  a  place  there 
proved  Meimad’s  credentials  as  a 
centrist  movement. 

He  stressed  that  the  movement 
uniquely  viewed  Israel  as  both  a 
Jewish  state  and  a  democratic 
state.  Other  parties  stressed  one  or 
the  other,  he  said. 

Although  Meimad  had  begun  as 
a  religious  movement,  it  was 
attracting  a  steady  stream  of  mem¬ 
bers,  including  those  who  were 


Dot  particularly  observant  and  did 
not  identify  themselves  as  reli¬ 
gious.  The  movement  did  not 
check  on  anyone's  religious  obser¬ 
vance,  he  said. 

“We  assert  that  Judaism  does  not 
negate  democracy,  it  only 
strengthens  it,"  Glantz  said. 

■  “The  movement,  he  said,  was  for 
the  rule  of  law.  For  example,  it 
opposed  having  rabbis  issuing 
halachic  rulings  on  political 
issues.  It  was  something  that  rab¬ 
bis  were  forbidden  to  do,  as  well 
as  being  against  the  law. 

Liol  Collins  adds: 

MK  Alex  Lubotzky  (Third  Way  j 
said  yesterday  “not  too  much" 
should  be  read  into  bis  decision  to 
sign  up  as  a  member  of  Meimad.

ADL:  Antisemitism 
declining  in  US

NEW  YORK  -  Antisemitic  atti¬ 
tudes  are  declining  in  the  US, 
although  some  25  million 
Americans  still  hold  hard-core 
antisemitic  views,  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  reported  yes¬ 
terday. 

Some  12  percenL  of  Americans 
believe  a  range  of  pejorative 
stereotypes  about  Jews,  including 
that  “Jews  have  too  much  power" 
and  “Jews  are  more  loyal  to 
Israel  than  America."  However, 
this  is  a  decline  from  the  20% 
who  had  such  views  in  1992. 
according  to  the  ADL’s  "Survey 
on  Anti-Semitism  and  Prejudice 
in  America." 

Among  the  antisemites,  79% 
believe  that  “Jews  are  more  loyal 
to  Israel  than  America.”  a  senti¬ 
ment  held  by  only  24%  of  the 
rest  of  the  American  public. 

More  than  half  of  all 


Americans,  53%,  are  not  antise¬ 
mitic.  the  ADL  said  in  its  report, 
which  is  separate  from  its  annual 
audit  of  antisemitic  incidents  in 
the  US. 

That  leaves  35%  in  the  middle. 
“That  group  troubles  us  because 
we're  not  really  sure  what  would 
trigger  that  [antisemitic]  laten¬ 
cy"  said  ADL  director  Abraham 
Foxman. 

And  although  black  anti¬ 
semitism  declined,  it  did  not  drop 
as  sharply  as  in  the  general  popu¬ 
lation  and  remains  alarming, 
Foxman  said  at  a  news  confer¬ 
ence. 

The  national  poll  of  999 
American  adults,  conducted  last 
month,  found  a  correlation 
between  antisemitism,  age,  and 
educational  levels:  older  and  less 
educated  people  are  more  likely 
to  be  bigoted. 

Overall.  Foxman  said  he  is 
heartened  by  the  findings.  “It  is  a 


real  sign  that  Americans  are 
becoming  more  tolerant  and 
accepting  of  others." 

Among  observers,  however, 
there  is  a  growing  sense  that  a 
society’s  treatment  of  Jews  is  not 
a  fair  barometer  of  its  general  tol¬ 
erance,  because  other  groups 
remain  subject  to  bigotry  and 
violence,  such  as  gays  in  the  US 
or  Turks  in  Germany. 

Foxman  acknowledged  that 
antisemitism  may  not  be  the 
“right  measure"  of  tolerance 
within  a  society. 

However,  he  pointed  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  chaos  in  Russia  in  which  the 
Communist  Party  used  classical 
antisemitism  as  part  of  its  bid  to 
regain  power. 

Antisemitism,  he  said,  “still 
becomes  the  measuring  rod  of 
what  is  a  healthy  society.  It  does¬ 
n’t  mean  there  aren't  other 
hatreds,  but  antisemitism  has  a 
certain  resiliency." 


Rebbes  hold 
reconciliation  meeting

After  three  months  of  strife,  the  Rebbe  of  Vizhnitz, 
Moshe  Hagger,  went  from  his  home  in  Bnei  Brak  to 
visit  the  Rebbe  of  Gur.  Ya'acov  Arye  Alter,  in 
Jerusalem.  For  most  Israelis  the  meeting  went  unno¬ 
ticed,  but  for  the  Gur  and  Vizhnitz  Hassidim,  it  was  a 
summit  meeting  of  shattering  importance. 

The  tension  began  when  Vizhnitz  accused  Guir  of 
taking  ail  the  positions  in  Agudat  Yisrael.  Hie 
Rebbe  of  Vizhnitz  resigned  from  the  Aguda 
Council  of  Sages  and  in  the  municipal  elections  he 


told  his  followers  to  vote  for  Shas  rather  than 
Aguda. 

A  spokesman  for  Vizhnitz  said  yesterday  that  the 
two  did  not  discuss  politics,  but  an  expert  on 
Hassidism  explained  that  it  was  easy  to  see  that 
Vizhnitz  had  backed  down. 

‘They  didn’t  have  to  discuss  politics.  The  fact  that 
the  Rebbe  of  Vizhnitz,  who  is  over  80,  went  to  visit 
the  Rebbe  of- Gur,  who  is  about  50,  says  it  all. 
Vizhnitz  capitulated,"  said  Dr.  Yitzhak  Alfasi,  an 
expert  on  Hassidism  and  author  of  a  recent  book  on 
Habad.

yesterday  approved  NIS  84.6  mil¬ 
lion  for  use  by  the  Absorption 
Ministry  for  rental  housing  for 
new  immigrants. 

Absorption  Minister  Yuli 
Edelstein  bad  requested  the  fund¬ 
ing,  which  will  allow  for  another 
1,500  apartments  for  immigrants. 

An  Absorption  Ministry 
spokesman  said  the  move  would 
also  prevent  many  elderly  or 
needy  immigrants  from  having  to 
annually  move  from  apartment  to 
apartment 

Edelstein  told  the  committee 
that  the  ministry  is  still  frying  to 
find  permanent  housing  for  immi¬ 
grants  who  came  here  in  1990. 

He  said  the  new  Public  Housing 
Law  has  limited  the  public  hous¬ 
ing  market  with  only  a  small 
number  of  such  apartments  vacat¬ 
ed  since  the  law  passed,  compared 
to  some  6,000  per  year  in  years 
past.

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Police  nab  suspects  in 
Mea  She’arim  attack

Police  have  arrested  ten  suspects 
in  connection  with  the  destruction 
1-  days  ago  of  an  apartment 
belonging  to  three  Swiss  Christian 
women  living  in  Jerusalem's  Mea 
She'arixn.  They  are  expected  to  be 
arraigned  within  days,  according 
to  Jerusalem  Police  Commander 
Yair  Yiizhaki. 

Speaking  before  the  Knesset 
Interior  Committee  yesterday, 
Yiizhaki  said  that  because  of  the 
, gravity  of  the  incident,  the  police 
established  a  special  investi¬ 
gation  team,  and  added  that  more 
arrests  are  expected,  although 
some  of  those  involved  have  left 
the  city  and  gone  underground. 

Yiizhaki  said  arrests  are  also 
imminent  in  connection  with 
another  attack  near  Mea  She'arim, 
which  took  place  Saturday  night  in 
the  apartment  of  a  17-year-old  who 
had  left  the  hared  i  fold. 

Police  beiieve  a  group  of  haredi 
men  broke  a  window  in  Ben-Zion 
Kami’s  apartment  on  Shmuel 
Hanavi  Street,  then  poured 
kerosene  through  the  opening  and 
set  the  place  alight. 


Police  spokesman  Shmuel  Ben- 
Ruby  said  the  attack  was  carried 
out  by  haredim,  possibly  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Eda  Haredit  Rabbinical 
Council's  Modesty  Patrol,  and 
was  not  a  criminal  act  involving 
debts,  as  reported  in  a  religious 
newspaper  yesterday.  Ben-Ruby 
added  that  Kami  bad  also  been 
beaten  up  three  weeks  ago. 

Members  of  the  Interior 
Committee  voiced  clear  condem¬ 
nation  of  both  attacks.  Although 
all  the  MKs  were  united  in  their 
call  against  violence  and  what 
many  described  as  “a  pogrom," 
Nissan  Slomiansky  (National 
Religious  Party)  asked  why  the 
women,  who  had  been  living  in 
the  apartment  for  more  than  three 
years,  had  chosen  to  live  in  the 
neighborhood.  He  later  said  the 
incident  appeared  to  have  been 
sparked  off  when  a  local  child  was 
found  with  missionaiy  material. 

Martha  Knuti,  one  of  the  women 
who  lives  there  said:  “We  have  a 
good  relationship  with  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  which  was  important  for 
us.  and  it’s  very  important  for  me  to 
say  that  I  do  not  accuse  these  peo¬ 
ple.  I  have  nothing  against  them." 

Marcel  Rebiai.  representative  of 


a  group  to  which  the  women 
belong,  said  the  group  has  no 
name,  but  is  a  community  or  fam¬ 
ily  dedicated  to  creating  better 
Christian-Jewish-Arab  relations 
and  to  pray  for  peace.  He  denied 
the  group  works  as  missionaries. 

“Wc  really  believe  Israel  is  in 
need  of  friends.”  he  said.  "Our  aim 
is,  as  Christians,  to  give  a  sign  of 
reconciliation  and  help  the 
{Jewish]  People... 

"Just  to  explain  the  connection 
between  Christians  and  Jews  is 
not  easy,"  Rebiai  said. 

Committee  chairman  Micha 
Goldman  (Labor)  praised  the 
police,  but  following  comments 
by  several  MKs.  called  on  it  to 
ensure  better  intelligence  in  haredi 
neighborhoods. 

But  Shai  Horovitz,  spokesper¬ 
son  for  Manof,  a  haredi  think  tank 
on  current  issues  and  a  media 
watchdog  organization,  said  the 
attack  was  perpetrated  by  a  small 
group,  and  shouldn’t  be  used  as  an 
excuse  to  condemn  all  haredim. 

“The  way  of  Torah  is  not  the 
way  of  violence,"  he  said.  “Most 
haredi  people  are  against  this  kind 
of  behavior.  It’s  just  a  very  small 
group."

Israelis  won’t  be 
prosecuted  for 
gambling  in  PA

Israelis  who  gamble  at  the  Oasis 
Casino  in  Jericho  might  be  techni¬ 
cally  breaking  tbe  law,  but  it  is  a 
safe  bet  they  won't  be  prosecuted. 
More  than  one  person  at  the 
,  Knesset  Law  Committee  meeting 
j|fon  the  subject  yesterday  used  the 
word  “anomaly"  to  describe  the 
legal  situation  which  has  been  cre¬ 
ated  at  the  casino. 

Committee  chairman  Han  an 
Porat  (National  Religious  Party) 
noted  that  under  the  Oslo  Accords,. 
Israelis  are  still  subject  to  Israeli  •• 
law  in  the  autonomous  areas  and 
gambling,  which  is  illegal  in 
Israel,  is  also  forbidden  to  Israelis 
visiting  Jericho.  This  is  unlike  the 
situation  of  Israelis  who  go  abroad 
to  gamble,  he  said. 

Attorney-General  Elyakira  Ru¬ 
binstein  said  that  although  Israelis 
in  the  autonomous  areas  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  Israeli  laws,  the  state  has  no 


jurisdiction  over  Jericho  and 
would  not  necessarily  follow  up 
cases  of  gambling. 

“The  finger  will  not  be  quick  on 
the  bigger,  he  said.  "But  citizens 
need  to  know  that,  from  a  legal 
viewpoint,  it  is  a  crime." 

Rubinstein  said  Israel  had  been 
asked  by  the  casino  owners  to 
show  “indulgence"  toward  Israelis 
who  visit  the  casino,  but  refused  to 
agree  to  this. 

Police  Cmdr.  Yehiel  Halperin 
said  that  since  the  casino  opened 
in  Septianbei^Tbere  have.been,  JI . 
complaints.,  involving  Israelis, 
including  one  concerning  an 
attack  on  a  photographer  and  one 
for  breaking  into  a  car.  Most  of  the 
others  were  over  counterfeit  cur¬ 
rency.  Some  150,000  people  have 
visited  the  casino. 

Several  MKs  on  the  Left 
accused  Porat  of  trying  to  act 
against  the  casino  simply  because 
it  is  in  the  autonomous  areas.

A  former  deputy  water  commis¬ 
sioner,  Sbaul  ArlosorofF  told  Israel 
Radio  that  before  desalination, 
which  is  expensive,  the  country 
shouid  use  the  potential  of  the 
huge  amounts  of  sewage  which 
are  not  being  sufficiently  treated 
for  reuse  and  are  also  a  source  of 
pollution. 

He  also  said  more  effort  should 
be  put  into  preventing  the  waste  of 
water  in  both  the  domestic  and 
agricultural  sectors. 

Last  week  Likud  whip  Meir 
Sheetrit  and  Labor  MK  Yossi 
Beilin  submitted  a  bill  under 
which  the  National  Infrastructure 
Ministry  would  have  to  build  a 
series  of  desalination  plants,  start¬ 
ing  at  Hadera,  to  be  established  by 
an  entrepreneur  chosen  through  an 
international  tender. 

Water  officials  next  week  will 
decide  whether  or  not  to  continue 
pumping  water  from  the  Kinneret 
The  water  level  there  is  just  54 
centimeters  above  the  red  line,  at 
which  no  more  water  can  safely  be 
pumped. 

Ben-Meir,  however,  said  the 
water  level  meets  expectations  so 
far.  “This  is  an  arid  conn  try.  We 
shouldn’t  be  surprised  every  time 
at  the  water  level,"  be  said. 
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lypms  is  a  part  of 
Anatolia  by  means 
'of  geography,  geolo¬ 
gy  and  climate,"  proclaims  the 
first  page  of  a  fatuous  piece  of 
Turkish  propaganda  that  just 
arrived  in  the  mail.  Its  heading 
proclaims  “Cyprus  is  not  a 
Greek  island." 

Yes,  certain 
democracies  still 
pump  out  comic- 
opera  propaganda 
against  even  their 
democratic  neigh¬ 
bors. 

The  Turkish 
propaganda 
machine  is  finely 
tuned  to  react  to 
any  perceived 
slight  to  the  great 
Anatolian  ego. 

Greek  Cypriot 
indignation  over 
the  current  spy 
scandal  obviously 
triggered  this  mail-to-media 
splurge  denying  Cypriot 
HeUenism  on  the  grounds  of 
geology  and  climate. 

Italy  is  currently  experienc¬ 
ing  a  deluge  of  Turkish  abuse 
and  trade  sanctions  for 
upholding  its  own  constitution 
iu  refusing  to  extradite  a 
Kurdish  guerrilla  leader  to  a 
country  with  a  death  penalty, 
not  to  mention  several  other 
gruesome  ways  of  dealing 
with  its  enemies. 

During  the  nine  years  I  spent 
covering  the  Greeks  and 
Turks.  I  came  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  the  most  tiresome 
aspect  of  dealing  with  Greek 
officials  is  that  they  are  always 
right,  but  the  worst  part  of 
dealing  with  Turkey's  is  that 
they  are  never  wrong. 

What's  a  Greek? 

The  distinction  is  more  than 
semantic.  Greece's  “always 
rightness"  can  be  flexible 
about  past  sins.  Turkey's 
“never  wrongness”  never 
relaxes.  If  there  is  any  lack,  of 
ancient  Greek  culture  in 
Cyprus  -  a  place  mentioned 
several  times  in  Homer's  liter¬ 
ature  before  the  Turks  existed 
-  it  is  in  the  north,  occupied 
by  30,000  Turkish  troops. 
There  every  mention  of 
Greece  has  been  expunged,  or 
else  looted  and  exported. 

With  a  fine  disregard  for 
academic  verity,  the  curator  of. 
Kyrenia  Castle  museum  once 
-informed -me  that  the- famous- 
ancient  Greek  sailing  ship, 
preserved  there  since  before 
the  1974  Turkish  invasion,  is 
Turkish,  and  had  been  found 
by  a  Turkish  Cypriot 
Since  I  personally  knew  the 
Greek  diver.  Andreas 
Karaolis,  who  found  it  and 
who  took  a  group  of  us  down 
to  see  it  being  lifted,  and  later 
under  preservation,  the  lie  was 
transparent 

"No.”  the  curator  assured  me 
with  impassive  denial,  “you 
are  wrong." 

Turkey  seems  to  live  in  a 
state  of  infuriating  denial 
about  some  of  its  most 
appalling  abuses  of  humanity. 

It  is  unbending  in  its  never- 
wrongness.  To  this  day,  the 
Armenian  massacre  at  the  start 
of  this  century  never  hap¬ 
pened.  There  have  been  no 
admissions,  no  apologies  and 
no  compensation. 

What’s  a  Kurd? 

For  years  the  Turks  refused 
to  admit  that  Kurds  even  exist- 


ed  -  there  was  no  such  thing, 
no  Kurdish  language,  no 
Kurdish  culture,  nothing''  It 
became  so  ludicrous  that  once 
I  was  chased  through  the 
Nicosia  palace  of  Turkish 
Cypriot  leader  Rauf  Deuktash 
by  a  distraught  Turkish  aide 
who  insisted  that  where 
Denktash  had  used 
the  word  “Kurd"  in 
our  interview,  I 
must  substitute  the 

?hrase  “mountain 
uric.” 

Turkey  did  not 
invade  Cyprus  of 
course,  it  was 
another  of  those 
Middle  Eastern 
peace  operations, 
although  the  image 
was  somewhat 
spoiled  by  calling 
it  Operation  Attila. 
And  in  the  current 
row  over  the 
European  Union  denying  it 
membership,  it  is  the  EU  that 
is  totally  out  of  order.  Turkey 
is  never  wrong. 

Turkey  is  always  praised  as 
the  only  Islamic  country  with 
a  real  democracy,  but  when 
the  United  States  or  Israel 
refer  to  Turkey,  it  is  the  word 
“strategic”  that  is  most  often 
heard. 

Beneath  the  democracy,  it  is 
military  might  that  ripples 
most  visibly,  like  the  muscles 
under  the  skin  of  a  Turkish 
wrestler.  It  was  the  value  of  its 
military  muscle  that  kept  the 
US  and  NATO  cravenly  quiet 
during  this  democracy's  inva¬ 
sion  of  Cyprus  in  1974,  during 
all  the  years  of  relentless  war¬ 
fare  against  the  Kurds,  during 
the  vast  catalog  of  human- 
rights  abuses  and  police  bru¬ 
tality  documented  by  the 
United  Nations  and  Amnesty 
International. 

It  is  military  muscle  that  is 
behind  Israel's  blind  strategic 
alliance  with  Turkey  that  is 
damaging  its  relations  with 
Greece  and  Cyprus.  It  carries 
the  danger  of  spawning  a  new 
counter-axis  in  the  Middle 
East  -  strategic  alliances 
abhor  a  vacuum. 

Military  visibility  in 
Turkey’s  domestic  politics  is 
directly  proportional  to  the 
amount  of  Islamic  activity  in 
the  political  hinterland.  It  is 
the  army's  self-appointed.role 
to  maintain  the  secular  charac¬ 
ter  of  a  state  that  is  90  percent— 
Moslem,  but  whose  modern 
founder  Kemal  Ataturk 

forcibly  wrenched  into 

Westernization. 

The  Ataturk  cult  of  person¬ 
ality  still  towers  over  Turkey, 
with  his  statues  either  vast  or 
tiny  never  out  of  one’s  field  of 
view.  But  there  are  plenty  of 
Moslem  Galileos  around  mut¬ 
tering  “e  pur  se  muove"  - 
Islam  still  moves. 

It  is  one  thing  to  admire  the 
success  of  Turkish  democra¬ 
cy's  separation  of  mosque  and 
state  -  it  is  quite  another  to 
turn  a  blind  eye  to  unaccept¬ 
able  standards  of  behavior  for 
a  democracy  in  terms  of 
human-rights  abuses  and 
excessive  military  influence. 

The  European  Union  is  cor¬ 
rect  to  expect  Turkey  to  con¬ 
form  strictly  to  its  rules  of 
entry,  quite  right  to  wait  and 
see  when  the  army  can  keep 
its  hands  entirely  off  the  levers 
of  state  power. 

“Strategic"  just  doesn't  cut  it 
as  a  European  any  more. 


Antisemitism  storms  Russia

MOSCOW  -  Amid  economic* 
collapse,  Russia  has  at  least  one 
growth  industry:  hatred. 

In  recent  weeks,  following  time- 
dishonored  tradition,  '  some 
Russians .  have  been  blaming  die 
country's  woes  on  Jews.  • 

The  new  wave  of  antisemitism  is 
not  just  gutter  talk.  Diatribes  laced 
with  racial  slurs  have  echoed 
repeatedly  in  Russia's  highest 
forums  —  cm  national  television,  in 
front  of  the  Kremlin  and  in 
Parliament  Scone  political  leaders 
have  shown  support,  or  at  least 
-  stood  silent,  while  tbeir  compatriots 
have  spewed  vitriol. 

It's  ugly,  but  no  cme  is  yet  sure 
whether  it’s  dangerous. 

*There  could  easily  be  isolated 
incidents  of  violence,”  said 
Alexander  Motyl  who  studies 
Rustian  ethnic  issues  at  Columbia 
University.  “But  I'm  doubtful  this 
could  lead  to  sustained  outbreaks,  at 
least  for  some  time.” 

Antisemitism  is  as  perennial  in 
Russia  as  the  snow.  It  tends  to  arrive 
in  force  during  seasons  of  econom¬ 
ic  discontent,  and  it  links  beneath' 
the  surface  tbe  rest  erf  die  time  as 
stubbornly  as  permafrost 

Nonetheless,  the  current  storm  is 
unusual  in  both  strength  and 
breadth. 

It  began  in  early  October  when  a 
prominent  and  notoriously  acid- 
tongued  general,  Albert  M. 
Makashov,  disgorged  a  stream  of 
abuse  during  a  public  rally  outside 
the  Kremlin.  His  remarks  were 
largely  incoherent  except  for  the 
use  of  a  Russian  epithet  for  Jews 
and  the  general  suggestion  that  they 
should  be  identified  and  punished. 

Makashov  is  a  Communist 
deputy  in  the  Duma,  the  parlia¬ 
ment’s  lower  house.  Liberal  law¬ 
makers  drafted  a  mild  motion 
denouncing  the  general’s  remarks 
as  “cause  for  concern.”  However; 
when  it  came  up  for  a  vote. 
Communist  lawmakers  abstained 
and  the  motion  failed. 

The  controversy  has  intensified, 
with  much  of  the  discussion  focus¬ 
ing  on  whether  the  Communists, 
and  party  leader  Geunady 
Zyuganov  in  particular,  are  promot¬ 
ing  anti-Semitism. 

THERE’S  an  historical  irony  to  that 
debate.  The  Communist  Party 
espouses  eternal  loyalty  to  the 
teachings  of  founder  Lenin,  who  at 
times  wrote  eloquently  against  ahti-i 
Seatitism  and  Russian  nationafisin.' 
Yet.  especially  since  the  SovieEcoT- . 
lapse,  the  party  has  found  itself  ide¬ 
ologically  adrift.  As  a  result, 
Russian  nationalism  and  its  antise- 
mitic  corollary  have  become  a  kind 
of  default  ideology. 

“The  entire  leadership  of  the 
party  tumed'out  to  support  not  the 
Communist  Makashov,  but  the 
anti-Semite  Makashov,"  wrote 
Vitaly  Tretyakov,  editor  of  the 
Nezavisimaya  Gazeta  newspaper. 
“Now  it  is  almost  futile  to  cry  and 
prove  that  Russian  Communism 
and  Russian  antisemitism  are  not 
one  and  the  same  thing."  Even  the 
Kremlin  has  been  drawn  into  the 
fray,  demanding  a  firmer  response 
from  law  enforcement  ^against 
“extremism.”  Federal  prosecutors 
complied,  opening  an  investiga¬ 
tion  into  whether  Makashov's 
remarks  were  an  illegal  incitement 
to  violence. 

“When  the  situation  in  the  country 
becomes  difficult,  marry  feel  an  urge 
to  look  for  enemies  and  culprits.  You 
know  which  ethnic  groups  are  being 
mentioned  in  tins  case."  said  Dmitri 
Yakushkm,  spokesman  for  President 
Boris  Yeltsin.

erable  air  time  to  the  debate,  much 
of  it  highly  critical  of  Makashov 
and  Zyuganov.

It  doesn't  help  the  forces  of  toler¬ 
ance  that  several  Jewish  business¬ 
men  and  officials  have  played 
prominent  roles  in  the  economy’s 
rise  and  recent  Ml. 

At  least  half  of  the  powerful  “oli¬ 
garchs"  who  control  a  significant 
percentage  of  the  economy  are 
Jewish.  The  reviled  architect  of 
Yeltsin’s  failed  reform  policies. 
Anatoly  Chubais,  is  rumored  to  be 
Jewish.  along  with  Prime  Minister 
Yevgeny  Primakov,  ousted  deputy 
prime  minister  Boris  Nemtsov  and 
Yeltsin's  wife,  Naina.

In  fact,  some  analysts  believe  that 
there  is  a  possibility  that  the  anti¬ 
semitism  debate  may  break  open  a 
rift  in  the  Communist  Party 
between  social  moderates  and  the 
nationalist  hard  line. 

At  a  minimum,  it  has  forced  the 
defection  of  some  prominent 
Communist  allies.  And  it  seems  to 
have  cooled  Luzhkov's  interest  in 
an  alliance,  which  some  had  seen  as 
a  way  to  unify  tbe  party  around  a 
centrist  platform.

Russian  television  showed  silent 
footage  of  Yeltsin  shaking  hands 
with  Chinese  President  Jiang 
Zemin  at  Moscow’s  elite  Central 
finical  Hospital,  where  the 
Spssian  leader  was  admitted 
Sunday  with  pneumonia  and  was 
prescribed  antibiotics. 

By  contrast.  Prime  Minister 
Yevgeny  Primakov  was  decidedly 
audible,  urging  security  officials 
to  crack  down  on  corruption, 
extremism,  and  crimes  such  as  the 
murder  last  Friday  of  parliamen¬ 
tarian  Galina  Starovoitova. 

Primakov  has  taken  on  new 
responsibilities  as  Yeltsin’s  role 
has  diminished,  although  the  pres¬ 
ident  retains  control  of  Russia’s 
nuclear  arsenal.

CIA  hiding 
corruption 
reports 

WASHINGTON  (Reuters)  - 
The  CIA  is  being  more  selective 
about  reports  it  sends  to  the  White 
House  because  Vice  President  A1 
Gore’s  office  rejected  several 
alleging  corruption  by  top  Russian 
officials.  The  New  York  Tunes 
reported  today. 

One  CIA  report  detailing  alleged 
evidence  against  former  Prime 
Minister  Viktor  Chernomyrdin 
was  sent  back  with  a  barnyard  epi¬ 
thet  scrawled  across  its  cover, 
intelligence  officers  familiar  with 
the  incident  told  the  Times. 

The  message,  they  said,  was  that 
Gore  did  not  want  to  hear  anything 
bad  about  Chernomyrdin,  who  as 
prime  minister  of  Russia  in  1995 
‘  had  regular  discussions  with  Gore 
about  US-Russia  relations. 

As  a  result,  the  CIA  has  become 
more  selective  about  distributing  its 
information,  agency  analysts  told 
the  Times.  For  example,  they  decid¬ 
ed  not  to  circulate  a  report  that  a 
German  businessman  paid  $1  mil¬ 
lion  for  a  meeting  with  Cher¬ 
nomyrdin,  the  newspaper  said. 

Chernomyrdin  has  been  pub¬ 
licly  accused  of  enriching  himself 
through  his  influence  over 
Gazprom,  Russia’s  natural  gas 
monopoly. 

Gore  would  not  comment  on  the 
reports,  the  Times  said.

Ukraine  man  goes  on 
trial  for  52  murders 


ST.  PETERSBURG  <AP)  -  A 
badly  wounded  aide  to  a  murdered 
lawmaker  regained  consciousness 
yesterday  and  was  talking  to 
police,  who  later  arrested  several 
suspects  in  raids  around  the  city, 
officials  said. 

Galina  Starovoitova,  52,  a  leader 
of  the  libera]  Russia's  Democratic 
Choice  party,  was  shot  dead  by 
unidentified  assailants  on  the 
stairs  of  her  apartment  building  in 
St  Petersburg  on  Friday  night 

The  killing  of  such  a  prominent 
politician  has  caused  an  uproar  in 
Russia  and  prompted  calls  from 
all  sides  for  a  crackdown  on  the 
country’s  growing  lawlessness. 
Scores  of  business  leaders  and 
others  have  been  gunned  down  in 
recent  years  in  contract  killings 
that  are  almost  never  solved. 

The  lawmaker’s  aide,  Ruslan 
Linkov,  27,  was  in  a  “clear” 
mind,  testifying  to  investigators, 
the  TrAR-Thss  news  agency 
reported.  Special  police  armed 
with  assault  rifles  were  standing 
guard  at  the  door  of  his  hospital 
room. 

Acting  on  information  from 


him,  police  carried  out  raids  and 
rounded  up  several  suspects,  offi¬ 
cials  said.  There  were  no  farther 
details. 

Linkov  was  critically  wounded 
in  the  head  during  the  attack  and 
later  rushed  to  a  hospital  where  be 
underwent  surgery  over  the  week¬ 
end. 

The  Federal  Security  Service 
(FSB)  said  that  officials  are  look¬ 
ing  into  a  “Moscow  trail”  in 
Starovmtova’s  killing.  The  attack¬ 
ers  appeared  to  know  die  exact 
time  of  her  arrival  in  St. 
Petersburg  from  Moscow  late  on 
Friday,  FSB  spokesman  Sergei 
Bogdanov  said,  according  to 
Interfax.

ZHYTOMYR,  Ukraine  (AP)  -  A 
man  accused  of  the  worst  murder 
spree  in  modem  Ukrainian  history 
went  on  trial  yesterday,  charged 
with  the  deaths  of  52  people  after  a 
trail  of  terror  across  the  coon  try. 

Anatoliy  Onoprienko,  a  forester 
and  sailor,  has  confessed  to  the 
killings.  Ids  attorney  said. 

"1  look  at  it  very  simply.  As  an 
animal  I  watched  all  this  as  an  ani¬ 
mal  would  stare  at  a  sheep," 
Onoprienko  said  of  the  slaughter  in 
a  videotaped  1997  police  interview. 

Dressed  in  running  shoes,  an 
oversized  jacket  and  a  knitted  hat, 
Onoprienko  sat  calmly  inside  an 
iron  cage  as  court  proceedings 
began  in  Zhytomyr,  140  kilome¬ 
ters  west  of  the  capital  Kiev. 

Onoprienko,  39,  spoke  of  grow¬ 
ing  up  in  a  children’s  home  after 
his  father  left  the  family  and  his 
mother  died.  During  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  he  never  looked  at  Serhiy 
Rogozin,  his  alleged  accomplice 
in  some  of  the  murders. 

The  charges  against  Onoprienko 
chart  a  rampage  that  first  drew 
public  attention  in  December 
1995,  with  the  slaying  of  an  entire 
family  in  a  secluded  village  home 
Other  killings  were  soon  to  follow. 


In  western  Ukraine,  the  anxiety 
became  so  high  that  few  villagers 
ventured  outside  after  dark. 
Huddled  in  their  houses,  they  lis¬ 
tened  in  fear  as  police  patrolled 
the  deserted  streets. 

Police  launched  a  nationwide 
manhuDt  for  the  killer,  who  left  few 
clues  and  no  live  witnesses.  A  war¬ 
rant  issued  at  the  time  described  a 
pleasant  man  of  medium  height,  a 
good  marksman,  with,  his  12rgaugf^ 
hunting  rifle,  who  was  “exception-, 
ally  cruel  toward  children.”  ,mm  ..

Cambodian  leader  Hun  Sen  given  firm  control 

PHNOM  PENH  (AP)  -  Cambodia's  top  two  political  parties 
yesterday  sealed  a  deal  that  will  place  Pnme  Minister-elect  Hun 
Sen  and  his  Cambodian  People's  Party  in  firm  control  of  a  coali¬ 
tion  government. 

Bitter  enemies  just  a  few  months  ago,  Hun  Sen  and  coalition 
partner  Prince  Norodom  Ranariddh  joked  and  laughed  as  they 
signed  agreements  of  cooperation  and  toasted  the  new  govern¬ 
ment  with  champagne,  along  with  senior  members  of  both  par¬ 
ties. 

The  jovial  atmosphere  gave  no  hint  of  the  two  sides’  armed 
confrontation  last  year  when  Hun  Sen  ousted  Ranariddh  as  his 
co-prime  minister  in  a  violent  coup. 

After  meeting  for  more  than  an  hour,  Hun  Sen  and  Ranariddh 
signed  a  joint  political  platform  and  a  division  of  cabinet  posts 
that  will  give  Hun  Sen  and  the  CPP  tight  control  of  fiscal  and 
administrative  functions. 

Space  station  orbits  Earth  without  a  glitch 

MOSCOW  (AP)  -  Russian  and  US  ground  controllers  yester¬ 
day  adjusted  the  orbit  of  the  new  international  space  station’s  first 
module  to  prepare  for  a  rendezvous  with  another  module  next 
month. 

The  Russian-built  Zarya,  or  sunrise,  module  has  been  smoothly 
orbiting  Earth  since  a  faultless  launch  on  Friday. 

Early  yesterday,  Zarya  s  orbit  was  adjusted  for  the  third  time 
since  the  launch.  After  another  maneuver  today,  its  orbit  will  be 
shifted  from  an  elliptical  one  to  a  more  circular  one,  at  about  240 
miles  above  the  Earth. 

This  is  the  position  required  for  a  rendezvous  with  the 
American  space  shuttle  Endeavor,  which  is  ro  be  launched 
December  3  carrying  the  Unity  connecting  module. 

EU  lifts  ban  on  British  beef  exports 

BRUSSELS  ( AP)  -  The  European  Union  yesterday  agreed  to 
lift  a  worldwide  export  ban  on  the  vast  majority  of  British  beef, 
an  official  said.  The  development  would  be  a  milestone  in  the 
“mad  cow”  crisis  that  has  pitted  Britain  against  its  EU  allies. 

A  majority  of  the  15  EU  farm  ministers  meeting  in  Brussels 
voted  to  scrap  the  ban  on  deboned  beef,  despite  continued  oppo¬ 
sition  from  Germany,  according  to  an  official. 

British  farmers  were  badly  hit  by  the  ban  on  deboned  beef, 
imposed  in  March  1996  after  Britain  announced  a  possible  link 
between  mad  cow  disease  in  British  beef  and  a  fatal  brain  ail¬ 
ment  in  humans  called  Creutzfeldt- Jakob  disease. 

Losses  resulting  from  the  ban  have  been  estimated  at  more  than 
$3.3  billion.

JAKARTA,  Indonesia  (AP)  -  Rioters  crashed  the  wedding, 
chased  away  the  guests,  and  wrecked  the  church.  But  Chandra 
Gunarto  and  his  bride  Threewaiy  got  married  anyway.

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The  slogans  seem  hollow 


A  number  of  attempts  have  recently  been 
made  by  sympathizers  with  the  national 
student  strike  currently  taking  place  to 
evoke  romantic  notions  of  the  student  uprising 
in  Paris  in  the  spring  of  1968.  The  great  ideas 
and  slogans  tossed  around  then,  such  as  solidar¬ 
ity,  social  consciousness,  and  the  image  of  stu¬ 
dents  and  workers  joining  hands  to  fashion  a 
new  society,  are  certainly  stirring.  The  problem 
is  that  when  concrete  reality  needs  to  be  dealt 
with  again,  as  it  eventually  was  in  France,  the 
slogans  often  appear  hollow  and  the  strike  lead¬ 
ership  self-serving. 

Histadrut  Chainnan  Amir  Peretz,  well  aware 
of  the  power  of  the  images,  has  taken  to  speak¬ 
ing  of  the  formation  of  an  “alliance  between  the 
Histadrut  and  the  students  as  a  social  pact” 
between  workers  and  intellectuals.  A  Sunday 
meeting  between  student  leaders  and  the 
Histadrut  brought  forth  heady  talk  of  "‘battles 
against  social  injustice.” 

It  is,  however,  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
not  to  suspect  that  behind  all  the  words,  what  is 
really  developing  is  an  alliance  between  politi¬ 
cally  savvy  university  students  and  a  union 
leader  eager  to  jump  on  a  populist  bandwagon. 
Peretz’s  decision  to  conduct  a  one-day  Histadrut 
strike  tomorrow  in  solidarity  with  the  students  - 
at  the  height  of  a  difficult  economic  recession  - 
will  serve  neither  the  interests  of  the  workers 
nor  the  students,  but  will  gain  plenty  more 
media  hours  for  the  Histadrut  leader  with  a  pen¬ 
chant  for  calling  strikes  on  the  slightest  whim. 

In  truth,  there  are  merits  behind  the  students’ 
claims  that  more  resources  need  be  directed 
toward  improving  the  higher  education  system, 
which  has  been  somewhat  neglected  in  recent 
years.  Education  should  be  granted  the  highest 
priority,  especially  in  a  country  like  ours  which 
is  the  heir  to  a  tradition  of  thousands  of  years  of 
scholarship,  is  banking  its  economic  future  on 
brain-intensive  industries,  and  encourages  each 
individual  to  reach  his  or  her  highest  personal 
potential.  This  should  be  one  item  uniting  all  of 
the  political  factions  from  right  to  left,  and  it  is  ’ 
no  surprise  that  the  students’  strike  has  generat¬ 
ed  a  good  deal  of  public  sympathy. 

It  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  students  to  work 
almost  full-time  while  studying,  or  to  repay 
loans  on  near-commercial  terms.  The  country 
particularly  owes  an  affordable  and  serious  uni¬ 
versity  education  to  those  who  dedicated  critical 
years  of  their  lives  to  defending  it  A  system  of 
need-based  scholarships  and  easy-term  loans, 
similar  to  those  in  a  number  of  other  countries, 
can  be  instituted.  At  the  same  time,  physical 
improvements  in  the  universities,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  construction  of  dormitories, 
are  needed  as  well.  The  overall  result  of  such 
steps  should  be  the  creation,  for  the  first  time,  of 
true  “campus  atmospheres,”  enabling  students 
to  immerse  themselves  in  their  studies,  earnest¬ 


ly  tackle  academic  issues,  and  even  develop  a 
social  consciousness  along  with  the  analytical 
tools  needed  to  deal  seriously  with  social  issues. 

As  a  result  of  the  student  strike,  in  feet,  the 
Treasury  has  come  around  to  agreeing  with 
most  of  the  above  points.  The  student  leader¬ 
ship,  however,  having  placed  itself  high  up  on 
the  proverbial  tree  without  a  ladder;  by  stating  at 
the  outset  that  it  would  accept  nothing  less  than 
a  blanket  SO  percent  reduction  in  tuition  fees,  is 
having  it  difficult  to  finding  the  courage  to 
resolve  the  strike  on  those  terms.  Since  such 
bald  monetary  demands  can  seem  a  bit  too  self- 
interested,  the  strike  leaders  keeps  insisting  that 
their  goals  go  far  beyond  tuition  to  a  “change  in 
the  country’s  social  priorities” 

When  asked  to  spell  out  what  that  means, 
however,  the  students  suddenly  become 
extremely  vague.  Apparently,  they  fear  treading 
on  the  powerful  political  toes  of  fee  haredi  par¬ 
ties  more  than  anything  else.  When  student 
leaders  state  that  it  is  not  their  business  to 
decide  where  the  Treasury  gets  the  money 
tuition  reductions  would  cost,  because  “we 
don’t  want  others  to  lose  out  at  our  expense” 
they  are  exhibiting  either  gross  cynicism  or 
naivete. 

The  Treasury  does  not  {duck  money  out  of 
thin  air,  nor  is  it  sitting  on  chests  of  treasure  that 
it  cruelly  refuses  to  share.  In  reality,  any  money 
granted  to  fee  students  will  have  to  come  at 
someone  else’s  expense,  either  income-earners 
who  will  be  further  burdened  by  taxes,  or 
painful  cuts  in  other  Treasury  budget  items. 

The  most  obvious  “change  in  priorities”  in 
this  context  is  to  shift  funds  supporting  yeshfra. 
students,  who  do  not  serve  in  fee  military  or 
work,  in  favor  of  easing  the  burdens  borne  by 
university  students.  In  a  world  of  limited 
resources,  there  are  trade-offs  dictating  feat 
more  students  of  Talmud  come  at  fee  expense  of 
less  students  of  engineering,  history,  and  social 
work.  The  student  leaders,  however,  have  appar¬ 
ently  cut  a  deal  with  the  haredi  patties  for  polit¬ 
ical  support,  appearing  less  like  romantic  revo¬ 
lutionaries  than  small-time  hacks. 

The  Histadrut  is  trying  to  align  itself  with  the 
students  in  part  because  it  is  dismayed  by  its 
own  shrinking  base  of  support  Histadrut  mem¬ 
bership  is  currently  crowded  in  labor-intensive 
“old  style”  industries.  It  is  virtually  non-existent 
in  fee  high-tech,  firms  that  are  rapidly  becoming 
the  real  engines  of  the  economy.  This  state  of 
affairs,  however,  is  due  to  wide-ranging  social 
and  economic  developments,  and  it  is  unlikely 
that  a  Histadrut  solidarity  strike  with  students 
will  be  translated  into  unionized  information- 
technology  start-ups.  The  net  result  of  all  of 
these  strikes  and  stirring  slogans  will,  sadly,  be 
a  lost  semester  of  studies  mid  more  pointless 
days  of  lost  productivity,  in  an  economy  that 
cannot  afford  either.

he  initial  behavior  of  the 
Palestinian*,  before  .  feia 
weekend’s  redeployment,  has 
.  not  augured  weU  for  fee  implemen¬ 
tation  of  fee  Wye  Memorandum. 
Even  if  stage  inflammatory  stato- 
ments  were  made  for  internal 
Palestinian  consumption,  experi¬ 
ence  has  taught  us  that  if  is  precise- 
'  ly  that  which  Arab  leaders  say  -lb 
their  home  audience  feat-counts, 
not  what  they  say  in  Washington, 

And  now  that  is  under  way, 

we  would  also  have  iifa*t  to  see  a 
wanning  up  of  relations  between 
the  Arab  countries  and  Israel.  This, 
unfortunately,  has  not  happened  - 
at  least  not  yet  -  and  Egypt,  our 
oldest  peace  partner;  has  been 
prominent  in  its  unhelpful  role. 

This  must  concern  us,  because 
“final-status  talks”  are  just  anoth¬ 
er  name  for  shaping  the  structure 
of  the  way.  Jews  and  Arabs  live 
wife  each  other  and  next  to  each 
other,  for  generations  to  come. 

GIVEN  all  this,  as  we  approach 
final-status  talks  wife,  fee 
Palestinians,  the  nature  of  the 
Israel-US  relationship  will  become 
even  more  important  than  before. 

America  and  Israel  may  not 
always  see  eye  to  eye  on  each  and 
every  aspect  of  fee  peace  process; 
we  never  ,  did.  We  sometimes  will 
have  to  agree  to  disagree — fepngh, 
as  Moshe  Dayan  once  said,  there  is 
no  need  to  create  unnecessary  con¬ 
frontations.  Mutual  trust  is  certain¬ 
ly  vital  for  tire  relationship. 

There  have,  for  instance,  been 
some  questions  as  to  how  tire  US 
would  react  to  a  unilateral  declara¬ 
tion  of  statehood  by  tire 
Palestinians.  The  US  is  on  record 
as  being  against  fee  establishment 
of  an  independent  Palestinian 
state.  Knowing  bow  much  the  very 
continuation  of  fee  peace  process 
and  Israel’s  security  depend  on 
American  undertakings,  I  do  not 
doubt  for  a  moment  America’s 


adherence  to  its  commitments  in 
this  matter  -  especially  if  the 
Palestinians,  in  total  violation  of 
fee  Oslo  Agreement,  should  try  to 
declare  statehood  unOateraHy. 

As  for  the  final-status  talks  them¬ 
selves,  it  still  isn’t  clear  how  drey 
are  to  be  conducted,  though  one 
supposes  there  will  be  different 
channels,  some  mere  public,  some 
less.  It  also  isn’t  clear  what  role 
America  is  to  play  in  these  talks. 

There  hasn’t  been  a  single  peace 
process  between  Israel  and  any 
Arab  partner  in  which  tire  US  was¬ 
n't  involved  in  one  way  or  another 
-sometimes  as  a“prequd,”touse 
a  term  from  tire  movies,  and  some¬ 
times  as  a  sequel. 

But  I  believe  fee  American 
involvement  was  never  as  intense, 
as  dose,  as  it  has  been  since  Oslo. 
Frankly,  I  don’t  think  tins  is  a 
good  thing. 

Hist  of  all,  peace  most  be  made  by 
tire  parties  themselves - it’s  they  who 
have  to  accommodate  each  other. 
And  though  everyone  accepts  that 
tire  US  wffl  always  be  there,  whether 
it  is  inside  the  room  or  outside  the 
room  does  make  a  difference  -  both 
psydxflogicany  and  politically. 

And  there’s  also  another  aspect  to 
consider:  A  too-close  involvement 
by  the  US  could  create  problems  in 
the  relationship  between  our  two 
countries  —  and  that’s  tire  last  thing 
either  off  us  needs.  I  believe  the  US 
shares  this  view  and  agrees  feat  tire 
final-status  talks  should  indeed  be 
bilateral  and  not  trilateral. 

THERE  has  been  criticism  of  the 
role  to  be  played  by  the  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  with  regard 
to  monitoring  or  verifying 
Palestinian  compliance  with  the 
Wye  accord.  Indeed,  fee  CIA’s 
involvement  could  sometimes  turn 
out  to  be  problematic,  for  Israel  as 
well  as  the  US,  but  it  was  tire  best 
solution,  probably  tire  only  solu¬ 
tion.  under  the  circumstances. 
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Israel,  however,  has  to  make  an 
effort  lest  these  potential  problems 
in  any  way  harm  tire  very  impor¬ 
tant  -  the  perhaps  much  more 
important  -  cooperation  between 
oar  intelligence  communities  in 
combatting  tire  common  threats 
facing  both  fee  US  and  Israel  in 
this  and  other  parts  of  tire  world. 

Indeed,  wife  all  the  importance 
of  the  Israeli-Palestinian  peace 
process,  Israel  also  has  other  seri¬ 
ous  concerns  —  many  of  them 
shared  by  the  US  -  that  go  far 
beyond  the  peace  process  itself. 

There  is  fee  looming  threat  of  noo- 
oonventional  weapons  in  the  hands 
of  ban.  Iraq,  Syria,  and  perhaps 
Libya;  There  is  tiregrowing  threat  of 
terrorism  —  matters  on:  which 
America  and  Israel  must  be  closely 


coordinated.  In  this  context,  one 
must  underscore  the  importance  of 
the  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
which  the  president  and  tire  prime 

minister  recently  signed -one  erf  the  - 
main  aims  Of  which  iS  tO  Upgrade 

strategic  cooperation  between  the 
two  countries  and  enhance  Israel’s 
deterrence  capabilities. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  America  and 
Israel  are,  even  now,  the  only  two  H7- 
states  feat  are  already  doing  some¬ 
thing  about  missile  defense  —  and 
I  hope  there  will  be  more.

Let  the  people  decide 


The  bill  to  cancel  direct  elec¬ 
tions  of  the  prime  minister 
is  expected- to  easily  gamer 
tire  61  votes  needed  to  pass  its  first 
reading  in  tire  Knesset  when  it 
comes  to  a  vote  next  week.  A 
majority  of  both  Labor  and  Likud 
MKs  favor  repeal,  as  —  more,  sur¬ 
prisingly  —  do  some  of  the  smaller 
parties. 

Had  the  (nil’s  fate  ever  been  in 
doubt,  this  doubt  was  effectively 
put  to  rest  by  fee  results  of  tire 
municipal  elections  earlier  this 
month.  The  thorough  drubbing 
received  by  both  Labor  and  Likud 
in  these  elections,  in  favor  of  small 
parties  representing  various  inter¬ 
est  groups  -  from  haredilh  to  immi¬ 
grants  to  pensioners  -  convinced 
many  wavering  MKs  that  the  direct 
elections  system  must  go. 

Reasonable  people  of  good  will 
can  disagree  about  whether  direct 
elections  have  helped  or  hurt  the 
Israeli  political  system.  It  is  clear 
feat  direct  elections  have 
increased  the  presence  of  small 
patties,  both  in  fee  Knesset  and 
tire  city  councils,  because  people 
no  longer  have  to  vote  for  fee 
prime  minister's  (or  mayor's) 
party  to  ensure  that  the  candidate 
of  their  choice  becomes  prime 
minister  (or  mayor).  And  there  is 
certainly  some  validity  to  fee 
complaint  feat  it  is  impossible  to 
build  an  effective  government  of 
numerous  small  parties. 

But  a  look  at  fee  motives  of  tire 
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MKs  who  are  advocating  repeal 
presents  a  much  uglier  picture. 
What  appears  to  be  driving  many  of 
them  is  not  concern  for  a  manage¬ 
able  government,  but,  purely  and 
simply,  concern  for  their  own  Seats. 

Deputy  Minister  Michael  Eilan 
(Likud)  pot  it  most  Bluntly. 
Immediately  after  tire  results  of  fee 
rmmicipal  elections  were  announced, 
he  complained  that  if  tire  drect  elec¬ 
tions  law  were  not  repealed,  tire 
Liknd would  be  only  the  third  largest 
party  in  tire  next  Knesset- and  there¬ 
fore,  the  law  naist  go. 

Eitan  may  very  well  be  right. 
The  Likud  lost  several  seats  in  fee 
last  Knesset  to  Shas,  tire  National 
Religious  Party  and  Yisrael 
Ba’aliya;  Labor  lost  seats  to 
Yisrael  Ba’aliya  and  fee  Arab  par¬ 
ties.  This  trend  will  probably  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  next  election. 

But  stating  this  fact  begs  fee  real 
question,  which  is,  why  does  the 
Likud  have  a  god-given  right  to  be 
one  of  fee  two  largest  parties  in 
the  Knesset?  If  fee  Likud  is  failing 
to  serve  its  voters'  needs,  and 
these  voters  conclude  that  Shas  or 
Yisrael  Ba'aliya  is  doing  a  better 
job,  then  what  right  does  fee 
Likud  have  to  continue  to  exist? 

LABOR  Party  leader  Ehud  Barak 
is  taking  fee  seat-saving  principle 
one  step  further.  He  has  proposed 


not  only  repealing  tire  direct  elec¬ 
tions  law,  but  adding  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  fee  old  system  under 
which  the  head  of  the  largest  party 
automatically  becomes,  prime 
minister.  This  would’  sound  fee 
death  knell  of  the  small  parties, 
and  deprive  the  voters'  of  even 
what  little  choice  they  had  under 
the  old  system. 

Under  the  old  system,  for 
instance,  someone  who  wanted 
Shimon  Peres  for  prime  minister 
might  be  reluctant  to  vote  for 
Yisrael  Ba’aliya  -  a  swing  party 
which  openly  announced  its  will¬ 
ingness  to  support  either  candidate 
for  prime  minister.  But  such  a  voter 
would  have  no  qualms  about  voting 
for  Meretz,  which  could  be  trusted 
to  back  Poes.  Similarly,  someone 
who  wanted  Binyamin  Netanyahu 
for  prime  minister  would  have  felt 
safe  voting  for  the  NRP,  though  not 
necessarily  for  Shas. 

Under  Barak’s  proposal,  howev¬ 
er,  no  voter  who  cared  who  the 
next  prime  minister  was  would 
dare  to  support  any  party  but 
Labor  or  Likud.

For  all  of  their  creepy  allure, 
the  most  revealing  thing 
about  fee  Linda  Tripp- 
Monica  Lewinsky  tapes  was  how 
few  ripples  they  produced  when 
they  finally  surfaced  last  week.

“And  don’t  forget,  Tm  black.  To 
be  a  Palestinian  is  a  problem,  but 
to  also  be  a  'kushf  (Among 
Arabs,  it  is  only  ‘'primitive  people" 
who  mock  his  blackness,  says 
Jiddah.

Jiddah  plant¬ 
ed  his  in  a  garbage  bin  near  Bikur 
Holim  Hospital,  its  detonator  set  to 
explode  an  hour  later.  He  was  in 
bed  at  home,  pretending  to  his  par¬ 
ents  to  be  sleeping,  when  the  bomb 
went  of£  wounding  mne  people. 

Two  weeks  later,  four  otter  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  cell  went  to  Tbl  Aviv  to 
plant  bombs  near  the  central  bus 
station.  One  of-them  was  caught 
andl,  under  interrogation,  revealed 
die  names  of  the  entire  cell.

Washburn  made  a  number- of 
first  ascents  in  Alaska  and 
Canada.  In  1951*  he  and  six  oth¬ 
ers  pioneered  the  West  Buttress 
Route  on  McKinley,  now  the 
most  popular.  His  other  ascents 
of  McKinley  were  in  194-2  and, 
with  Barbara,  in.  1947,  when  she 
became  the  first  woman  toclimb 
the  mpnntain- 

She  says  she  bad  to  make  the 
climb.  “If  I  hadn’t  gone,  I’d  have 
been  bored  stiff  listemng  to  him 
talk  about  it  when  he  came  back 


home,"  she  says.  “You  have  to 
share  things  in  marriage." 

Married  in  1940,  Barbara  came 
to  enjoy  climbing:  “I  liked  the 
adventure,  the  companionship  of 
sitting  around  at  night,  the  mar¬ 
velous  scenery."  Washburn's 
maps  delight  climbers;  they  also 
hang  in  lowlan dears’  homes  and  in 
museums  as  art. 

Washburn's  startlingly  detailed 
pictures,  taken  over  a  50-year 
span,  became  definitive  maps  of 
the  St  Elias  Range  in  Alaska- 
Canada,  Mount  Kennedy  in  the 
Yukon,  the  Grand  Canyon, 
Mount  Everest  and  New 
Hampshire's  Mount  Washington, 
as  well  as  McKinley.; 

FOR  all  his  passion  for  moun¬ 
tains,  Washburn  says  he  would 
like  his  obituary  to  lead  with: 
*'“He  had  the  idea  of  a  Boston 
Museum  of  Science,  and  he  built 
it.” 

He  has  been  credited  with 
transforming  a  bole  in  the  wall 
known  as  the  New  England 
Museum  of  Natural  History  in 
1939  when  he  took  it  over  at  age 
29  into  what  supporters  say  was 
the  first  museum  in  the  worid  to 
unite  natural  history,  physical, 
applied  and  medical  science. 

He  hired  his  wife  as  secretary. 
“She’s  the  best  thing  that  ever 
happened  to  me,"  he  says. 

When  he  left  the  museum,  be 
was  ready  for  old.  projects 
deferred,  such  as  mapping  Mount 
Washington  and  Mount  Everest . 
He  had  never  climbed  Everest 
but  te :  considered  the  existing 
map  ef  the  mountain .“]  ousy 
Just  as  crisscross  flights  over 
Everest'  weie  to  begin; in  1984, 
Barbara  became  deathly  ill  in 
Katmandu,  Nepal.

Daily  products  were 
once  marketed  in  the 
most  pastoral  of 
ways,  with  buxom 
peasant  girls  and 
happy  cows  singing 
the  praises  of  their 
creamy  white  out¬ 
put.  But  now  dairy 
has  gone  high-tech. 
Instead  of  telling  us 
how  delicious  their  products 
are,  our  friendly  dairy  compa¬ 
nies  have  been  acting  like  they 
are  selling  pharmaceuticals  - 
promising  us  that  the  regular 
consumption  of  the  right  kind 
of  yogurt  will  send  legions  of 
magic  bacteria  shooting  around 
our  digestive  system,  killing  off 
everything  unhealthy. 

The  products  are  sold  in  stark 
tittle  white  containers  purpose¬ 
ly  designed  to  look  more  like 
medicine  bottles  than  food  con¬ 
tainers.

The  problem  is  that  the  more 
attention  I  pay  to  the  subject, 
the  more  utterly  confused  1 
become.  Every  study  seems  to 
contradict  the  last 

One  year  the  key  to  health  is 
bulking  up  on  carbohydrates 
and  eating  a  lot  of  bread  and 
pasta.  The  next  year,  carbs  are 
out  and  protein  is  in:  Just  stick 
to  the  fish  and  vegetables.  (My 
husband,  about  as  far  from  a 
health  nut  as  one  can  get,  is 
convinced  that  it  is  just  a  matter 
of  time  before  a  study  endorses 
steak  and  chocolate  cake.) 

But  I  haven’t  totally  given  up 
on  self-improvement.  I  was 
recently  inspired  to  investigate 
the  matter  once  again  when  a 
health-food  store  opened  up  in 
my  neighborhood.  It  was  the 
same  health-food  supermarket 
that  existed  in  my  old  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

I  would  occasionally  wander 
in,  only  to  emerge  -  head  spin¬ 
ning  -  for  coffee  and  a  muffin 
at  the  Dunkin'  Donuts  next 
door. 

When  1  checked  the  place  out 
again  last  week,  I  was  daunted 
not  only  by  the  vast  variety  of 
herbs,  nuts  and  powders,  but 
also  by  the  price  of  the  organic 
produce. 

I  suspect  that  most  of  the 
population  is  a  great  deal  like 
me  -  lacking  the  time,  energy 
or  inclination  to  hang  out  in 
health-food  stores  or  learn  20 
different  ways  to  cook  tofu  - 


floating  around  in  your  body 
was  a  bad  thing. 

I  was  taught  to  scrub  my 
hands  several  times  a  day  with 
anti-bacterial  soap  so  the  bad 
bacteria  and  germs  didn’t  get 
into  my  system.  And  my  col¬ 
lege  friends  who  returned  from 
forays  to  the  Far- East  years  ago 
still  curse  the’  exotic  evil  bacte¬ 
ria  that  plague  their  innards. 

After  all  this  I  am  supposed 
to  understand  that  bacteria  are 
my  friends?  And  1  am  supposed 
to  gulp  down  yognrt  from  those 
little  containers  (no  fruit  flavor¬ 
ing  -  that  would  make  them  too 
tasty)  because  of  the  good  bac¬ 
teria  that  float  around  inside 
them? 

The  marketing  campaigns  for 
some  of  the  products  are  pretty 
funny  -  very  futuristic  with 
weird-looking  hooded  ladies  in 
white  doing  somersaults  in  the 
air,  looking  like  something  that 
just  landed  from  outer  space. 

I  still  haven’t  figured  out  if 
the  actors  are  representing  the 
bacteria  themselves,  or  the 
superhumans  who  benefit  from 
ingesting  the  healthy  white 
stuff. 

I  suppose  the  futuristic, 
spaceship  look  of  the  advertise¬ 
ments  is  supposed  to  imply  that 
if  we  eat  enough  yogurt  we'll 
all  make  it  well  into  tire  new 
millennium. 

My  question  is  this:  If  all  of 
our  food  is  healthy  but  nothing 
tastes  very  good,  do  we  really 
want  to  live  that  long?

Kosher  means  trendy 

It  turns  out  everybody’s  after  kosher  food  —  and  not 
just  matzo  balls  and  gefilte  fish.  Amy  Westfeldt 
reports  from  New  Jersey’s  Kosherfest

Chef  Ann  Cooper  beat  over  a 
pan,  showing  a  crowd  how  to 
mate  seared  venison  with 
wilted  greens  and  roasted  new  pota¬ 
toes. 

Around  the  cornea;  hungry  via¬ 
tors  waited  impatiently  for  a  pizza 
to  come  out  of  the  oven.  A  man 
grabbed  a  few  cookies  from  anoth¬ 
er  booth,  while  a  handful  of  people 
grazed  on  foie  gras. 

Welcome  to  Kosherfest  ’98,  the 
United  States'  laigest-ever  garner¬ 
ing  of  restaurateurs,  hoteliers  and 
food  makers  getting  together  to 
show  that  kosher  food  goes  way 
beyond  the  traditional  Jewish 
foods  of  btintzes  and  matzo  balls. 

“Everybody  wants  it,”  said  Jack 
Slomowicz.  manager  of  a  kosher 
supermaitet,  delicatessen  and  cafe 
opening  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in 
December 

The  10,000  visitors  at  this  11th 
annual  food  fair  at  the 
Meadowlands  Exposition  Center 
broke  a  record.  New  York  restau¬ 
rants  serve  kosher  Cajun,  Chinese 
and  Mexican.  Kosher  concession 
stands  popped  up  this  year  at  Shea 
Stadium  and  at  foe  US  Open  tennis 
tournament 

Foods  that  are  certified  as 
kosher  post  $45  billion1  in  US 
sales  a  year  -  only  $4,  billion  of. 
the.  sales  to  Jews  obsdfyibg. 
dietary  restrictions,  Kosherfest 
organizers  said. 

Big  businesses  are  Hying  to  cash 
in  on  kosher  popularity,  seeking 
certification  for  thousands  of  prod¬ 
ucts  to  satisfy  those  who  must  keep 
kosher  for  religious  reasons  and 
consumers  who  just  think  that 
kosher  sounds  good. 

Most  Nabisco  products,  tike 
Chips  Ahoy!  cookies  and  Planters 
peanuts,  have  been  kosher  for  years. 
Oreo  cookies  were  just  certified  as 
kosher  last  year.  M-and-M  candies 
are  kosher.  So  are  Barricini’s 
chocolates,  Arizona  Iced  Tea, 
Herr's  potato  chips  and  Budweiser 
beer. 

“There’s  a  huge  sales  opportuni  ty 
with  the  Jewish  market,”  said  David 
Picataggio,  an  M-and-M-Mars 
sales  rep. 

Most  people  just  think  that  kosher 
is  hip  and  healthy,  experts  say. 

“They  think  of  it  as  just  being  bet¬ 
ter"  said  Menacbem  Lubinsky, 
president  of  a  company  that  special¬ 
izes  in  marketing  kosher  foods  and 
the  Kosherfest  organizer.  “They 
perceive  dial  it's  healthier.” 

Although  kosher  doesn’t  always 
mean  healthy,  manufacturers  say 
the  seal  that  shows  a  kosher  certifi¬ 


cation  on  products  makes  it  easier 
for  people  following  special  diets  to 
eat 

Lactose-intolerant  people  can 
eat  kosher  pizza  with  dairy-free, 
tofo-based  cheese,  or  tofu  cheese¬ 
cake  from  a  kosher  bakery. 
Diabetics  can  use  sugar-free 
honey  substitutes. 

“Would  you  like  to  ay  seme  of 
our.deticious  organic  bread?  No  fat, 
no  sugar,  no  oil,  no  salt,”  Helen 
Davis  called  out  to  customers, 
hawking  her  oatmeal,  sourdough 
and  raisin  breads. 

Davis,  the  owner  of  Windmill 
Farms,  said  most  of  her  sales  come 
from  health  food  stores,  “which  has 
nothing  to  do  with  kosher.” 

And  Robert  Scheckman,  mar¬ 
keting  director  at  Maniscbewitz 
and  Co.,  said  the  leading  kosher 
food  producer  is  reaching  out  to 
customers  who  just  want  a  quick 


dinner. 

At  this  fair,  Maniscbewitz  dis¬ 
played  single-serving  cups  of  matzo 
ball  soup  and  instant  dishes  of  risot¬ 
to,  rice  and  beans  and  chili.  Sales 
are  up  50  percent  over  the  past  four 
years,  be  said. 

Exotic  tastes  were  also  satisfied  at 
one  of  several  sushi  bars. 

Bernard  Benlevi  stood  by  as  a 
chef  sliced  a  tuna-and-avocado 
sushi  rolL  All  fish  was  available 
except  for  eel,  crab  and  shrimp, 
although  he  offered  shrimp-shaped, 
red- and- white  striped  pieces  of 
processed  whitefish. 

The  variations  are  “showing 
kosher  food  in  a  tight  that  is,  if  not 
trendy,  at  least  contemporary,”  said 
Cooper,  a  Vermont  chef  and  consul¬ 
tant  at  the  Culinary  Institute  of 
America.

openness  veers  uncomfortably 
close  to  overexposure  on  Junkie. 
And  since'  she  has  tended  to 
ignore  the  more  melodic- aspects' 
of  her  music  in  favor  of  creating 
« moody  settings  and  dissonant- 
^atmosphere,  the  lyrics  loom  even 
"more  center  stages. 


Fans  who  bought  Pill  for 
Tronic"  or  any  of  its  other  intox¬ 
icating  tracks  will  be  disappoint¬ 
ed  at  haring  to  work  harder  to 
enjoy  the  generous  17  tracks  on 
Junkie.  Those  in  shock  can 
escape  to  the  pure  pop  chorus  of 
“So  Pore.” 

While  far  from  a  failure,  Junkie 
sounds  like.  Morissette  is  search¬ 
ing  for  a  way  to  Eft  the  heavy 
shadow  of  Jagged  Little  Pill  from 
her  vision..  But  it  keeps  getting  in 
the  way. 

ONE  band  that  has  no  problem  in 
reinventing  itself  is  U2,  which  at 
the  dawn  of  the  1990s  packed 
away  its  flag-waving  idealism 
and  bought  some  wrap-around 
sunglasses. 

The  Best  of  1980-1990  chroni¬ 
cles  Bono  and  company’s  transi¬ 
tion  from  four  Irish  lads  emulating  ' 
their  punk  heroes  into  the  greatest 
rock  ’n’  roll  band  in  the  land. 

'  Tapping  both  the  eneigy  of  punk 
and  the  structure  of  classic  rock, 
as  well  as  possessing  the  singular 
charisma  of  Bono  and  guitar  tal¬ 
ents  of  The  Edge,  U2  coalesced 
into  a  band  for  the  ages.  Rom 
early,  rebellious  material  like 
“Sunday,  Blood  Sunday"  and  “I 
Will  Fbllow”  to  later  more  expan¬ 
sive  anthems  like  “With  or 
Without  You"  and  “Pride  (In  the 
Name  of  Love).”  the  band's  brains 
and  hearts  were  always  in  sync. 

However,  the  album  could  have 
been  presented  so  much  more 
grandly,  First  of  all,  there  are.  a 
relative  skimpy  14  tracks;  four  of: 
those  are  culled  from  Rattle 
Hum,  not  considered  to  be  the 
band's  1980s  high  point  A  new 
song  is  included  -  “Sweetest 
Thing”  -  which  would  be  vague¬ 
ly  annoying  if  it  were  not  such  a 
fun  piece  of  soul-pop.

Supported  by  a 
group  of  eight  musicians  and 
singers  playing  the  exceptional 
livio  Granola”  by  Jose  Jimenez, 
and  an  excellent  ensemble  of 
dancers,  his  company  starts  from  a 
good  vantage  point 
Canales’s  Torero  brings  into 
focus  the  shifting  moods,  pres¬ 
sures,  apprehensions  and  the  final 
release  that  occurs  on  that  day 
when  man  and  beast  meet  in  toe 
ring  for  a  ritual  of  The 

work  has  numerous  intense  dra¬ 
matic  moments,  and  some  choreo¬ 
graphic  gems,  like  the  duet  of  two 
women  -  perhaps  the  mother  and 
the  worried  wife  of  the  hero  -  sit¬ 
ting  at  home  while  he  is  away, 
ehatlmging  his  fate. 

One  dancer,  dressed  in  black,  sits 
on  a  chair,  and  holds  a  black  fan,  the 
other  stands  behind  hex,  dressed  in 
white  and  holding  a  white  fen.  Both 
go  through  the  same  movements 
concurrently,  as  if  the  urge  to  move 

came  independently  to  each  of 
them. 

Canales  danced  the  role  of  Torero 
(the  bullfighter),  and  performed 
several  prolonged  solos  throughout 
the  work.  He  seemed  self-con¬ 
scious,  slouched  and  made  a  great 
effort  to  hide  toe  extra  pounds 
around  his  midsection,  but  his  feet 
are  strong  and  able. 

For  toe  latter  part  of  the  perfor¬ 
mance,  Flamenco  Selections, 
Canapes  composed  more  traditional 
flamenco,  closer  to  the  style  danced 
in  the  taverns  of  toe  southern 
regions  of  Spain. 

Far  fimn  toe  commercialized 
“tourist”  stuff,  Canales  kept  die 
authentic  spirit  and  added  a  sophis¬ 
ticated  touch.

THIS  annual  event  is  meant  to 
allow  fringe  dance  woks  to  be  per¬ 
formed  under  professional  condi¬ 
tions,  and  exposed  to  the  dance 
audience  here  and  selected  guests 
from  abroad. 

Regrettably,  though,  this  particu¬ 
lar  program  includes  no  revela¬ 
tions. 

The  string  that  ties  together  the 
three  performed  works,  which  oth¬ 
erwise  have  nothing  visible  in  com¬ 
mon,  is  the  centrality  of  toe  original 
music  to  each  choreography  and  the 
involvement  of  the  composers  in 
them. 

In  Duologue ,  Yossi  Yungman  (a 
former  Batsbeva  dancer)  is  a  cap¬ 
tive  of  his  limited  range  of  dance 
vocabulary,  which  causes  him  to 
reseat  to  the  same  few  positions  and 
movements  regardless  of  the  situa¬ 
tion  be  is  in.  What  a  waste. 

At  his  side  is  an  incredible  per¬ 
former,  the  musician  Boris  Sihon, 
who  saves  the  day  with  his  imagi¬ 
native  use  of  various  ethnic  musical 
instruments.  The  dialogue  is  there¬ 
fore  lacking,  since  toe  powers  of  the 
two  do  not  match. 

This  was  apparent  more  in  the 
collaborative  effort  of  Reflex,  where 
both  the  music  and  idea  came  from 
Keren  Rosenbaum  and  dance 
choreography  is  attributed  to  fla¬ 
menco  dancer  Neta  Sheizaf.  Both 
artists  have  a  well-deserved  reputa¬ 
tion  in  their  field;  indeed,  they  are 
excellent. 

Sheizaf,  with  her  powerful  range 
of  expressions,  had  a  chance  to 
resort  less  to  her  conventional  fla¬ 
menco  vocabulary  and  search  fra¬ 
iler  inner  voice.  She  succeeded  at 
times,  yet  without  abandoning  her 
dance  heritage,  and  those  inspired 
moments  may  expand  her  territory 
yet. 

Masa  lsha  gained  from  the  col¬ 
laboration  with  composer 
Menabem  Wjesenbeig,  who  provid¬ 
ed  a  sound  frame  that  was  perfectly 
suited  to  the  slow,  pensive  and  ritu¬ 
alistic  journey  of  four  women  in 
search  of  their  identities.

The  Bank  of  Israel  yesterday 
said  it  is  leaving  its  key  lending 
rate  unchanged  at  13.5  percent 

The  central  bank's  decision, 
which  was  in  line  with  market 
expectations,  followed  two  contro¬ 
versial  rate  bikes,  each  by  two  per¬ 
centage  points,  within  the  space  of 
two  weeks. 

The  second  of  those  hikes  came 
November  12,  two  weeks  ahead  of 
the  bank’s  ordinarily  schedule 
monthly  announcement  concern¬ 
ing  its  monetary  policy,  which 
would  have  been  yesterday. 

The  bank's  sharp  tightening  of 
its  rein  on  money  supply  followed 
the  shekel's  sudden  loss  of  some 
20%  of  its  dollar  value  in  October. 

That  depreciation  came  in  die 
wake  of  the  turmoil  which  at  die 
time  gripped  global  markets,  follow¬ 
ing  Russia’s  unexpected  announce¬ 
ment  of  a  debt  moratorium. 

The  dollar's  appreciation  in  turn 
led  to  a  rise  in  local  pacts,  which 
resulted  in  the  consumer  price  index 
rising  last  month  3%,  its  highest 
monthly  increase  this  decade.

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WASHINGTON  (APJ  -  America  Online 
Inc.  confirmed  Monday  it  is  negotiating  to 
buy  Netscape  Communications  Carp,  in  a 
deal  that  would  bring  together  tbe  world's 
largest  computer  Internet  provider  and  the 
pioneer  company  whose  software  first  pop¬ 
ularized  foe  Web.

Sun  Microsystems  Inc.,  the  third  company 
involved  in  the  negotiations,  would  benefit 
in  two  ways:  It  would  take  control  of 
Netscape’s  business-level  “server”  soft¬ 
ware,  and  it  would  enjoy  widespread  distri¬ 
bution  among  AOL’s  14  million  subscribers 
of  its  Java  technology  for  running  Internet 
programs.

Deutsche  Bank  to  buy  Bankers  Trust  for  $8.86b 


Largest-ever  foreign  takeover  of  US  financial  company

NEW  YORK  (Bloomberg)  - 
Deutsche  Bank  AG  is  in  advanced 
negotiations  to  buy  Bankers  Trust 
Corp.  for  about  $8.86  billion,  cre¬ 
ating  the  world’s  biggest  financial 
services  company  with  about 
$850b.  of  assets. 

Frankfurt-based  Deutsche  would 
pay  $93  a  share  in  cash  for 
Bankers  Trust,  a  20  percent  premi¬ 
um  to  foe  bank's  Friday  closing 
price  of  77  1/4. 

Tbe  purchase,  the  largest  foreign 
takeover  of  a  US  financial  compa¬ 
ny,  needs  approval  from  both  com¬ 
panies’  boards,  which  have  sched¬ 
uled  meetings  on  Sunday. 

Tbe  purchase  of  Bankers 
Trust,  the  eighth-Iargest  US 
bank,  will  give  Deutsche  Bank 
control  of  a  company  with 
-$l76b.  in  assets,  an  investment 
bank,  one  of  foe  biggest  money 
managers  and  a  top  custodian  of 
stocks  and  bonds.  Even  so,  it

“Deutsche  Bank  has  phenome¬ 
nal  exposure  in  Europe,  so  if  you 
marry  it  with  Bankers  Trust's 
name  recognition  [in  the  US],  you 
probably  will  end  up  with  a  better 
all-around  bank,”  said  Michael 
Stead,  chief  investment  officer  at 
the  SEFE  Trust  Fund,  who  over¬ 
sees  more  than  $lb.  in  bank 
stocks.

Deutsche  Bank,  with  assets  of 
DM  1.156  trillion,  has  failed  to 
build  a  US  investment  banking 
business  on  its  own  that  ranks 
among  the  top  10  firms  in  global 
mergers  advisory  and  the  sale  of 
new  stock  and  bonds,  rivaling 
firms  like  Merrill  Lynch  &  Co. 
and  Goldman,  Sachs  &  Co. 

Financial-services  companies 
have  been  buying  each  other  as 
regulations  ease  so  they  can  com¬ 
pete  with  securities  firms,  insurers 
and  banks. 

“It’s  a  necessary  move  for 
Deutsche  in  its  efforts  to  build  a 
decent  US  franchise."  said  Leon 
de  Jerez,  head  of  European  equi¬ 
ties  at  Standard  Life  Investments 
Ltd. 

“Bankers  Trust’s  commercial 
banking  franchise  in  the  US  would 
have  ro  be  attractive  for  somebody 
like  Deutsche,"  he  said.  “Where  it 
misses  out  fra*  Deutsche  is  the  lack 


of  corporate  advisory  activity 
which  has  been  one  of  foe  key  dri¬ 
vers  of  banks’  profitability  over 
the  past  few  years." 

Deutsche  Bank  needs  to  com¬ 
pete  in  the  US,  foe  world’s  largest 
capital  market,  as  rivals  vie  for 
more  business  in  Germany  and  the 
rest  of  Europe.  When  Deutsche 
Telekom  AG  went  public  in  1996, 
Deutsche  Bank  underwrote  the 
stock  offering  with  Goldman 
Sachs. 

German  automaker  Daimler- 
Benz  AG  relied  on  both  Deutsche 
and  Goldman  to  advise  on  its 
takeover  of  Chrysler  Corp- 

B ankers  Trust  oversees  $2.3t. 
in  assets  os  one  of  the  world's 
four  largest  securities  custodi¬ 
ans.  It  also  ranked  as  foe  world's 
14th-biggest  money  manager 
last  year,  with  assets  of  about 
$3 18b. 

Bankers  Trust  purchased  Alex. 
Brown  Inc.,  a  Baltimore-based 
securities  firm,  for  $2.7b.  last  year, 
and  in  1996,  it  bought  Wolfensohn 
&  Co.,  an  investment  bank  that 
specializes  in  mergers  advice. 

It  recently  added  the  European 
equities  business  from  Natwest 
Markets. 

Even  so,  buying  Bankers  Trust 
wouldn’t  make  Deutsche  Bank 
one  of  foe  top  10  US  investment 
banks,  according  to  rankings  by 
Securities  Data  Co. 

Bankers  Trust  “would  hot  neces¬ 
sarily  be  an  end  to  tbe  building 
process”  for  Deutsche  Bank, 
wrote  Michael  Mayo,  an  analyst  at 
Credit  Suisse  First  Boston  Inc.,  in 
a  recent  report. 

Deutsche  Bank  would  also  face 
the  challenge  of  a  cross-  border 
acquisition  after  other  financial 
firms  struggled  with  mergers.

A  merger  likely  would  diminish 
foe  role  of  Bankers  Trust 
Chairman  Frank  Newman.  He’s 
expected  to  become  co-chairman 
of  the  company's  US  business, 
sharing  responsibilities  with 
Deutsche  Bank  board  member 
Josef  Ackermann. 

Newman,  a  former  deputy 
Treasury  secretary  who  joined 
Bankers  Trust  in  1995  after  serv¬ 
ing  as  deputy  Treasury  secretary 
and  became  chairman  tbe  next 
year,  was  brought  in  to  clean  up 
the  bank  after  a  scandal  involving 
the  sale  of  derivatives,  securities 
whose  values  depend  on  move¬ 
ments  of  stocks,  bonds  or  other 
investments. 

Newman  was  a  20-year  banking 
veteran  before  joining  foe 
Treasury  department,  serving  as 
vice  chairman  and  chief  financial 
officer  at  BankAmerica  Corp- 
from  1986  to  1993,  and  filling  a 
range  of  posts  at  Wells  Fargo  & 
Co.  from  1973  to  1986. 

Bankers  Trust  ran  into  trouble 
when  Newman's  predecessor, 
Charles  Sanford,  turned  the  bank 
into  one  of  foe  biggest  sellers  and 
traders  of  derivatives. 

In  1995,  it  paid  fines  to  tbe  US 
Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  to  settle  charges  it 
misrepresented  derivatives  trad¬ 
ing  risks  to  clients.  The  bank  also 
settled  lawsuits  with  clients 
including  Procter  &  Gamble  Co. 
and  Gibson  Greetings  Inc. 

The  95-year-old  bank  never 
recovered  from  the  scandal,  and  its 


profits  have  diminished  from  foe 
$995m.  earned  in  1993  when 
Sanford  was  in  charge.  Its  stock, 
down  4%  from  its  April  22  high,  is 
foe  same  price  as  in  August  1996. 

“When  you  see  diem  coining 
back  and  making  mistakes  you 
ask  what  is  management  doing," 
said  Charles  Vincent,  the  co¬ 
director  of  equity  research  at 
PNC  Bank  Corp.  “I  thought 
Newman  would  solve  foe  prob¬ 
lems,  and  now  I’m  thinking 
maybe  they  shouldn't  have  got¬ 
ten  rid  of  Sanford." 

Bankers  Trust  shares  rose  41% 
on  takeover  speculation  from  a 
low  of  45  on  October  8.

Interpol 
bracing  for

LYON,  France  (Reuters)  - 
Fraudsters  may  seek  to  exchange 
forged  national  banknotes  frir  euro 
notes  when  foe  European  single 
currency  is  launched  in  2002,  a 
representative  of  foe  European 
Central  Bank  said  yesterday. 

Jean-Michel  Durand  told  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  central  banks  and  police  offi¬ 
cials  that  the  ECB  was  worried  by 
criminals  passing  off  forged  ban¬ 
knotes  of  existing  currencies,  rather 
than  trying  to  forge  euro  notes. 

He  told  tbe  meeting,  at  the  bead- 
quarters  of  Interpol  in  the  French 
city  of  Lyon,  that  the  ECB  had 
taken  steps  to  prevent  euro  ban¬ 
knotes  being  forged. 

The  ECB  has  said  it  will  estab¬ 
lish  an  analysis  center  to  investi¬ 
gate  counterfeit  euros  after  the 
cash  goes  into  circulation  in  2002 
A  database  will  be  established 
with  information  on  both  notes 
and  coins,  which  will  be  mart* 
available  to  national  central 
of  European  Union  countries  and 
to  various  law  enforcers  fighting 
counterfeiting. 

By  January  I,  2002,  the  date  on 
which  euro  banknotes  will  be 
launched,  13  billion  notes  will  have 
been  printed.  National  currencies 

wfll  be  be  legal  tender  alongside  foe 
euros  until  the  end  of  June  2002. 

Currency  counterfeiting  was  the 
top  item  on  the  agenda  of  tbe 
Lyon  meeting,  which  brought 
European  central  bankers  and 
pohee  together  for  foe  first  time  to 
discuss  issues  related  to  tbe  launch 
of  foe  euro. 

Police  chiefs  have  said  in  foe 
past  that  they  are  worried  the  new 
European  cumsncy  may  prove  a 
boon  for  money  launderers.

Mfcrever,  as  the  advanced  tech¬ 
nology  field  undergoes  a  series  of 
changes  arising  from  global  eco¬ 
nomic  developments,  their  long¬ 
term  effect  on  local  high-tech 
remains  a 'matter  of  debate. 

Last  week  two  contradicting 
reports  on  the  future  of  the  tech¬ 
nology  industry  were  published  in 
the  local  press. 

The  first  report  was  the  quarter¬ 
ly  Money  Tree  Survey,  published 
by  accounting  firm  Price 
Waterhouse,  Coopers,  Kesselman 
&  Kesselman.  According  to  the 
survey,  venture-capita]  investment 
in  the  local  high-tech  sector  rose 
in  the  third  quarter  to  an  all-time 
high  of  $159  million,  indicating 
that  despite  .worsening  global 
finagjal  conditions,  Israeli  com¬ 
panion  ate  still  managing  to  raise 
the  capital  Deeded  to  finance  their 
activities. 

Yet  this*' rose  assessment  was 
disputed  the  following  day  when 
the  Start-Up  Promotion  Center  of 
the  Manufacturers  Association 
and  the  Export  Institute  published 
a  paper  claiming  that  since 
September  investments  in  start-up 
companies  have  all  but  ground  to 
a  standstill. 

Yoram  Belizovsky,  managing 
director  of  the  Manufacturers 
Association, .  warned  that  invest¬ 
ment  in  high-tech  companies 
might  drop  35-40  percent  in  1998 . 
to  $800dl  He  added  that  some 
100  companies,  representing, 
about  10%  of  start-up  firms  active 
i^srael,  will  collapse. 

At  first  glance  the  reports  stark¬ 
ly  contradict  one  another,  suggest¬ 
ing  that  at  least  one  is  unreliable. 
While  this  might  be  true,  it  is 
more  likely  mat  the  different  con¬ 
clusions  reflect  each  report’s 
choice  of  a  different  focus. 

The  finffings  of  the  Money  Ttv£ 
Survey  show-dot  investment  by 
venture-capital  funds  rose  7% 
when  compared  to  the  same  quar-  . 
ter  a  year  ago,  and  by  32%  from 
the  second  quarter-  of  the  year.  K  - 
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should  be  noted,  however,  that  the 
findings  may  not  fully  reflect 
developments  in  the  third  quarter, 
as  a  large  part  of  investments  were 
already  decided  and  approved  in 
the  second  quarter,  before  the 
emergence  of  the  global  financial 
storm.  Experts  predict  that  the 
survey  for  the fourth  quarter  of 
1998  will  indicate  a  sharp 
decrease  m  investments. 

In  addition,  a- dose  look  at  die 
findings  shows  that  despite  the 
fact  that-  seed  investments  - 
financing  of  an  initial '  concept 
before  a  business  has  reached  the 
start-up  phase  -  rose  90%  from 
die  previous  quarter  to  $6.6m,  it  is 
stiO  substantially  lower  than  the' 
$27hl  invested  a  year  ago. 
Furthermore,  total  seed  invest¬ 
ment  for  the  first  three  quarters  of 
the  ycar  was  just  $18m.  compared 
with  $51m.  invested  throughout 
1997.  '  V. 

-  This  plunge -is- what  worries 
high-tech  entrepreneurs  more 
than  anything  else. 

Industry  sources  have  been 
warning  for  a  long  tune  that 
.young  companies  are  expected  to 
be  the  first  to  suffer  from  the  glob^ 
al  economic  slowdown. 

'■'Tte  view  is  also  shared  by  the- 
thtrjavenii3etfr 5"  high-tecSSc^fer. 
CJirna  Berry,  who  in  her  capacity 
as  chief  scientist  at  die  Ministry  of 
Industry  and-  'Bade  monitors  and 
supports  start-ops,  said  that  rais¬ 
ing  seed  money  will  become  more 


difficult  in  the  hear  future  amid 
rising  economic  uncertainty 
abroad  and  sharp  fluctuations  in 
the  currency  market  at  home. 

The  Money  Tree  Survey  Sup¬ 
ports  the  belief  that  companies 
which  haven’t  yet  started  selling’ 
their  products  are  facing  greater 
difficulties.  . 

-  The  paper,  based  on  data  sup¬ 
plied  by  41  local  venture-capital 
funds  and  three  US-based  invest¬ 
ment  institutions,  shows  that  more 
companies  needed  a  third  round 
of  financing  from  venture-capital 
funds.  This  is  further  emphasized 
by  data  showing  that  the  total  sum 
raised  in  the  third  round  of  financ- 
-  ing  rose  in  the  third  quarter  to 
546m.  compared  with  $39m.  in 
.  the  whole  of  1997. 

,  This  figure  is  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  finding  of  the  survey.  Jt  points 
.  to  a  new  trend,  in  which  mature 
companies  absorb  die  majority  of 
resources  leaving  less  money  for 
younger  companies. 

•  Investors  on  Wall  Street,  who 
have  in  the  past  generously  pro¬ 
vided  capital  for  ambitious  Israeli 
companies,  are  now  less  willing  to 
invest  in  high-tech,  realizing  that 
the  high  return  promised  by  tech¬ 
nology  companies  can  also  be 
-3§soeha£&wdr  high-risk!  -  ”*• 

The  flight  to  quality  is  the  main 
reason  Why  no-  Israeli  company 
raised  money  in  New  York  since 
die  summer.  This  is  further  under¬ 
scored  by  the  fact  that  despite 


Wall  Street’s  recent  recovery, 
there  aren’t  any  local  companies 
scheduled  to  go  public  soon. 

Set  against  this  backdrop,  com¬ 
panies  need  to  look  for  alternative 
ways  to  finance  their  activities. 
One  of  the  easiest  ways  of  doing 
this  is  to  convince  funds  that  have 
already  invested  in  the  company 
in  the  past  to  participate  in  anoth¬ 
er  round  of  financing. 

INDEED  the  advanced  technolo¬ 
gy  industry  is  facing  some  serious 
changes.  According  to  Berry, 
funds  are  becoming  more  choosy, 
focusing  mainly  on  companies 
with  a  clear  technological  advan¬ 
tage. 

In  addition,  Israeli  high-tech 
companies  will.have  to  try  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  globalization 
process  by  offering  products  that 
are  complementary  to  products  of 
‘huge  multinational  companies. 

Following  these  guidelines  will 
allow  local  companies  to  cooper¬ 
ate  with  large  foreign  institutions. 

Despite  the  gloomy  outlook  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Manufacturers 
Association.  Berry  does  not 
believe  that  the  impact  of  the  . 
recent  global  financial  crisis  will 
necessarily  have-  a  negative 
impact  oh  the  local  stmt-up  sector. 

The  chief  scientist’s  impression 
is  that  there  is  no  decline  in  ven¬ 
ture-capital  funds’  activities.  She 
added,  however,  that  more  time  is 
now  needed  to  complete  invest¬ 


ments.  “Ifyou  have  a  good  idea, 
now  you  need  deeper  pockets,” 
Berry  said,  implying  that  as  con¬ 
ditions  worsen,  funds  will  be 
more  careful  in  choosing  their 
investments. 

Berry  is  also  not  worried  by  cur¬ 
rent  events,  since  the  majority  of 
local  venture-capital  funds  have 
already  raised  enough  money  to 
finance  their  activities  in  coming 
years. 

Another  positive  outcome  of  the 
recent  crisis  is  that  as  competition 
increases,  the  whole  industry  is 
evolving.  The  more  focused  com¬ 
panies  with  superior  technology 
are  expected  to  emerge  stronger. 

'  Some  experts  note  that  the 
financial  turmoil  is  also  creating 
new  opportunities.  Investors  who 
are  looking  to  reduce  their  stock 
market  activity,  may  prefer  to 
invest  in  start-up  companies  based 
on  the  assumption  that  by  the  time 
these  companies  are  ready  to  go 
public,  market  conditions  wUl 
improve  dramatically,  providing 
them  with  an  easy  and  rewarding 
exit

new  market  of  users.  But  it  also  marks  a 
turning  point . 

For  some  time  Gever  had  been  follow¬ 
ing  traditional  business  models,  but  .he 
suddenly  realized  that  in  the  world  of 
Intemet  commerce,  they  just  wouldn't  do. 
“As  a  young  entrepreneur  you  listen  to 
prestigious  analysts  and  VCs,  and  it  takes 
a  long  time  for  you  to  realize  tbar  they 
don't  have  a  clue,  and  their  experience  is 
just  as  significant  as  a  19-year-old  who 
has  a  great  ideal  The  Internet  is  schizo¬ 
phrenic,  and  evety  day  reinvents  itself.  It’s 
hard  to  predict  .wb£re  the  dollars  are  going 
to  come  from” 

He  rites  Eudora  and  Hotmail  as  an 
example.  “Eudora  sells  its  e-mail  software 
well,  but  Hotmail  gives  it  away  free.  It’s 
become  the  most  visible  and  papular  e- 
mail  software  on  the  planet  Look  at  their 
marketing  expenses.  Eudora  spends  mil¬ 
lions  on  PR,  Hotmail  hardly  anything. 
One  year  ago,  tins  model  never  existed,” 
he  says.  In  addition,  he  notes,  Hotmail' 
sold  for  $350m. 

“When  I  listened  to  my  intuition  I  real¬ 
ized  that  I  should  give  foe  software  away 
for  free.  There  are  far  more  Ordinaiy  Joe 
pages  on  the  Internet  than  there  arc  adver¬ 
tisers  like  Pepsi  and  Coke.  The  growth  of 
personal,  pages  has  exploded  in  the  last 


two  years.  There  are  tens  of  millions  of 
users.  The  big  companies,  00  foe  other 
hand,  don't  spend  their  dollars  on  technol¬ 
ogy,  but  on  where  they  put  their  adverts.” 

Though  the  company  had  already  estab¬ 
lished  sales  and  marketing  channels  in  foe 
US,  Gever  blocked  shipments  and  ordered 
his  products  to  be  taken  off  shelves.  It  was 
an  expensive  turnabout. 

“You  need  to  be  brave  in  this  industry” 
he  says.  “You  have  to  think  differently  and 
not  be  embarrassed  about  being  stubborn. 
Internet  entrepreneurs  are  learning  con¬ 
stantly,  andfoey  have  to  take  risks” 

Today,  Zapa’s  product  is  aimed  at  the 
novice  user  rather  than  tbe  high-end  mar¬ 
ket  “We  offer  exciting,  dynamic  and  aes¬ 
thetic  technology  for  foe  layman  on  tbe 
Intemet  The  software  is  simple,  users 
never  have  to  deal  with  foe  technology 
ride  of  it  It’s  intuitive.  The  simplicity  of 
foe  product  has  to  be  at  foe  level  of  going 
to  Office  Depot  and  grabbing  what  yon 
want  off  foe  shelf” 

His  aim  is  to  promote  the  company 
through  the  Internet  give  everything  away 
for  fret,  and  then  work  out  some  way  of 
malting  money,  either  by  selling  adverts 
on  die  site,  banner  headlines  or  a  different 
approach.  He  isn’t  sure  yet  “If  I  can  reach 
the  masses,  I  might  be  a  major  success,” 
hesays.'  .. 

TTs  a  business  model  that  worked  well  for 
Mirabilis,  now  called  ICQ  Ino,  which  dis¬ 
tributed  its  software  program  for  free  on 
foe  Internet  and  hit  foe  Mg  time  earlier 
this  year  when  it  sold  to  America  On-Line 
for  $407m.  Gever,  however,  is  very  sensi¬ 
tive  about  discussing  this.  The  four 
founders  of  Mirabilis  originally  worked 
for  Zapa,  bat  left,  reportedly  over  a  dis¬ 
pute  about  shares  in  the  company.  They 
then  west  on  to  found  their  own  company, 
and  foe  rest  is  history. 

For  Gever,  the  constant  comparisons  to 
Mirabilis  arc  wearing.  He’s  obviously 
highly  competitive,  and  it’s  hard  to  com¬ 
pete  with  a  company  that  sold  for  so 
much.  It  puts  him  on  the  defensive,  and 
you  can  sense  his  frustration.  “We  aren’t  a 
Mirabilis  opportunity”  he  says.  “Our 
product  is  completely  different.  Hopefully 
it  will  be  as  successful.” 

Zapa  does  have  competition,  but  at  pre¬ 
sent  it’s  scattered  “Rom  a  technological 
standpoint  there  are  competitors,”  says 
Gever.  “There  are  a  lot  of  pieces  out  fose 
but  no  one’s  put  it  together  like.  us.  What 
we  offer  is  simple,  powerful  and  very 


friendly.  It’s  tbe  cutting  edge  of  technolo¬ 

gy.’*  . 

He  alms  to  stay  ahead  by  studying  the 
end  user  and  giving  him  what  he  wants. 
“You’ve  got  to  be  aggressive,  offer  a  good 
service  and  be  first” 

For  the  future  Gever  makes  no  bones 
about  his  hopes.  “I  think  Israeli  compa¬ 
nies  should  sell  and  not  go  public.  Israel 
has  a  lot  to  learn  about  how  to  raise  a 
company  and  bow  to  create  sales  chan¬ 
nels.  There  are  Israelis  who  can  do  it,  but 
if  you  really  want  major  success,  it's 
smart  to  find  a  partner  who  can  help  you. 
They  give  you  the  stage  to  execute  your 
vision.” 

So  far  Zapa  has  had  a  few  opportunities 
to  sell  and  merge,  but  Gever  is  waiting  for 
foe  right  time  and  foe  right  partner.  When  ' 
both  come  along,  he  will  let  go.  “When  I 
started  Zapa,  I  thought  it  would  be  with 
me  until  1  die.  Now  I’m  older,  and  I  under¬ 
stand  that  it’s  a  business  and  it  might  have 
an  IPO  exit  or  a  merger-and-acqirisition 
exit.  I  wake  up  with  a  new  idea  for  a  com¬ 
pany  every  day.  I'm  a  serial  entrepreneur." 

In  foe  meantime,  Gever  has  a  hot  prod¬ 
uct  in  a  field  that  is  evolving  tremendous¬ 
ly.  Since  its  inception,  Zapa’s  technology 
has  been  described  as  promising  and 
ahead  of  its  time.  PC  technology  had 
much  catching  up  fo  do. 

Now  it  seems  that  Zapa’s  time  is  finally 
approaching. 

As  the  Internet  moves  into  a  new  gener¬ 
ation,  Gever  stands  on  foe  brink  of  suc¬ 
cess  or  failure.  “Of  course  Fm  fearful  that 
I  might  fail,  and  Fll  do  everything  in  foe 
world  not  to  fail  It  hurts  to  be  frightened. 
You  have  to  work  harder,  be  smarter,  be 
careful  in  order,  to  protect  yourself,  Jt’s . 
scary  but  it’s  exriting. 

“On  the  Internet,  there’s  no  tomorrow, 
no  today.  You  wozk  like  crazy  and  do  stuff 
foal’s  crazy  and  pray  to  God  and  foe  user, 
and  the  user  comes  first 

“Before  now,  the  market  wasn’t  ready. 
We  were  very  early  in  foe  market,  and 
everything  was  just  starting.  Bin  Zapa’s 
time  is  coming.  I  don’t  have  a  timer,  but 
we're  in  front  of  a  breakthrough. 

“Based  on  my  research,  today,  mere 
than  ever;  we  have  a  good  chance  of  suc¬ 
cess,  Mg  time.  I  can’t  be  sure  how  much. 
Millionaires  we  might  be.  I  feel  it  here  ” 
he  says,  pointing  to  his  heart  There’s 
just  so  much  to  do.  so  many  mistakes  not 
to  make,  so  marry  risks  to  analyze.

The  dollar  surged  to  a  two- 
month  high  against  the  mark  and 
rose  against  the  yen  as  US  stocks 
gained,  bolstering  talk  that  the 
Federal  Reserve  won’t  cut  interest 
rates  again  soon. 

“It’s  as  if  we’ve  swung  from  the 
world  is  ending  to  everything’s 
perfect  again,”  said  RJccaido 
Gomes,  head  of  foreign  exchange 
at  Republic  National  Bank  of  New 
York.  “Sentiment  has  shifted 
toward  no  further  US  rate  moves."

The  dollar  also  rose  to 
1 2 1 .29  yen  from  1 20.40  yen. 

Steady  US  rates  are  good  for  the 


US  currency  because  it  means  the 
money  market  return  on  dollar 
deposits  won’t  decline. 

US  stocks  rose  as  takeovers  of 
Bankers  Trust  Corp.,  Netscape 
Communications  Corp.,  and  other 
financial  and  technology  compa¬ 
nies  raised  expectations  that  merg¬ 
ers  will  lead  to  higher  profits. 

Rising  stocks  help  the  dollar 
because  global  investors  need  the 
currency  to  pay  for  US  equities.

US  bonds  rise  as  dollar  strengthens 


US  bonds  rose  for  a  fourth  day 
as  fee  dollar  strengthened  against 
fee  mark  and  yen,  boosting  the 
attractiveness  of  US  assets  for 
international  investors. 

The  dollar  is  stronger,  and  it’s 
helping  to  continue  the  upward 
trend"  for  bond  prices,  said 
Richard  Gilhooly,  a  government 
bond  strategist  at  Paribas  Corp. 

The  benchmark  30-year 
Treasury  bond  rose  11/32.  or 
$3.44  per  $1,000  bond,  to  100 
27/32.  Its  yield  fell  3  basis  points 
to  5.19  percent.  Two-year  note 
yields  fell  I  basis  point  to  4.63%. 

The  dollar  rose  as  high  as 
1.7108  marks,  its  highest  since 
September  9.  from  1.6920  in 
London  late  Friday.  It  rose  to

A  strengthening  dollar  gives 
international  investors  greater 
returns  when  they  convert  bond 
payments  back  into  their  local  cur¬ 
rencies.

demand  for  US  assets  after  fee 
Federal  Reserve  trimmed  its  target 
rate  for  overnight  loans  between 
banks  -  known  as  fee  federal 
funds  rate  -  by  a  quarter-point  to 
4.75%  last  Tuesday.

Improving  demand  in  fee  corpo¬ 
rate  bond  market  sparked  a  slew  of 
sales  in  recent  weeks,  and  caused 
spreads  between  yields  on  corpo¬ 
rate  bonds  and  Treasuries  to  nar¬ 
row. 

At  the  same  time,  the  average 
spread  between  investment-  grade 
corporate  securities  and  Treasuries 
narrowed  10  basis  points  to  168 
basis  points  since  October  15. 
when  fee  Fed  cut  rates  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  time,  according  to  Merrill 


Lynch  indexes.  That  spread  aver¬ 
aged  100  basis  points  in  the  first 
half  of  fee  year,  suggesting  corpo¬ 
rates  may  have  further  to  gain, 
traders  said. 

Treasuries,  meantime,  may  gain 
support  amid  expectations  for 
slowing  growth  and  scant  infla¬ 
tion,  traders  said  Investors  dread 
inflation  because  it  erodes  the 
value  of  fixed  payments. 

In  a  further  sign  feat  stability  is 
returning  to  fixed  income  markets, 
China  may  begin  to  sell  as  much 
as  $1  billion  of  international 
bonds  this  week,  its  first  bond  sale 
in  more  than  a  year,  according  to 
bankers  familiar  with  die  sale. 

Announced  in  June,  China 
delayed  fee  bond  sale  as  credit 
markets  around  the  world  tum¬ 
bled  The  sale  could  restart  as 
early  as  this  week,  bankers  said 
because  investors  might  be  willing 
to  accept  a  lower  yield  as  fee  out¬ 
look  for  debt  markets  improve.

No  easy  ride  for 
UEFA  at  presidents’ 
meeting 


LONDON  (Renters)  -  European 
soccer's  more  powerful  countries 
are  likely  to  push  for  a  new  two-tier 
qualifying  tournament  for  the  2004 
.European  Championship  fi™|s  at  a 
meeting  of  UEFA’s  51  national 
presidents  today. 

The  major  European  nations  are 
becoming  aggrieved  by  the  current 
qualifying  system  in  which  the  Ekes 
of  jfipaiief  nations  life  San  Marino, 
the  Faroe  Islands  and  Liechtenstein 
arc  in  the  same  qualifying  groups 
as,  for  example,  Germany,  France 
and  Italy. 

According  to  well-placed  UEFA 
sources,  the  larger  countries  want 
the  minnows  to  take  part  in  a  pre¬ 
qualifying  tournament  in^wt  to 
maximize  their  television  revenue 
elsewhere. 

UEFA  however,  are  against  that 
idea  as  they  say  the  more  open  qual¬ 
ifying  competition  rases  standards 
in  the  snwllw  nations. 

A  Dumber  of  other  key  issues  fea¬ 
ture  on  the  agenda  of  the  presidents’ 
Geneva  meeting,  the  first  of  its  kind 
for  31  years. 

The  planned  changes  in  European 
club  competition  as  well  as  the 
muto-ownership  of  clubs  will  also 
be  debated.  It  is  likely  that  UEFA’s 
continuing  uneasy  relationship  with 
the  European  Union  and  the  con¬ 
cept  of  central  marketing  will  be 
discussed. 

The  main  hem  era  the  agenda 


though  will  be  tire  expansion  of  the 
Champions’  League  and  UEFA 
Cup  and  the  abolition  of  the 
European  Cup  Winners'  Cup, 
which  UEFA  wants  to  have  in  place 
by  next  summer  -  the  start  of  the 
1999-2000  season. 

However,  not  everyone  is  in 
agreement 

Graham  Kelly  of  die  English 
Football  Association  told  the 
Sunday  Tones  this  weekend  that  he 
would  prefer  UEFA  to  delay  foe 
start  of  the  new  Champions  League 
for  another  year. 

“Our  preference  would  be  for  the 
new  Champions’  League  to  begin  in 
foe  season  2000-01.  It’s  clear  the 
clubs  are  rushing  for  tire  cash,  but  if 
you  are  malting  fundamental 
changes,  you  have  to  have  time  to 
get  n  right.”  UEFA  will  also  be  keen 
to  dissuade  their  member  federa¬ 
tions  and  clubs  from  deviating  from 
the  concept  of  central  marketing  - 
the  means  by  which  UEFA  controls 
the  vast  income  from  television  rev¬ 
enue,  some  $500  million  a  season 
generated  by  the  Champions’ 
League  which  it  then  distributes 
among  its  member  federations. 

The  more  powerful  European 
clubs,  14  of  whom  met  in  Madrid 
last  week  to  discuss  the  proposed 
changes,  are  known  to  be  not  at  all 
keen  on  that  idea,  believing  they 
could  earn  more  if  they  owned  the 
rights  to  the  matches  they  played.

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England  face  uphill  battle  to  save  Test 


BRISBANE  (Reiners) 
England's  cricketers  face  the  daunt¬ 
ing  prospect  of  batting  through  the 
final  day  to  get  something  out  of  die 
first  Ashes  Test  after  Glenn 
McGrath  and  Michael  Slater  put 
Australia  in  a  commanding  position 
yesterday. 

Australian  captain  Marie  Taylor 
sent  England  in  to  bat  just  before  the 
close  when  he  declared  Australia's 
second  innings  at  237  for  three. 

Set  a  challenging  34S  to  win  after 
trailing  by  110  on  the  first  innings. 
England  were  26  without  loss  at 
stumps  with  Michael  Atherton  on  18 
and  Mark  Butcher  on  seven. 

Taylor’s  early  declaration  gave 
England  an  outside  chance  of  victo¬ 
ry  although  history  is  against  them. 
The  only  time  they  have  ever  scored 
more  than  300  in  the  fourth  innings 
of  a  Test  to  beat  Australia  was  at 
Melbourne  in  1928-29  when  they 
made  332  in  a  day  and  a  half. 

McGrath  and  Slater  were  at  their 
brilliant  best  yesterday  as  they 
turned  the  match  Australia’s  way. 
McGrath  finished  with  six  for  85  as 
England  collapsed  to  be  all  out 
before  lunch  after  starting  the  day  at 
299-4.  Slater  then  blasted  a  danng 
113  in  less  than  three  horns. 

McGrath,  who  has  taken  48  wick¬ 
ets  in  just  nine  Tests  against 
England,  snared  five  for  19  m  an 
inspired  performance  in  the  opening 
session. 

Graham  Thorpe  was  the  first  to 
go.  departing  for  77.  The  Surrey 
left-hander  began  the  day  on  70  but 
was  far  less  comfortable  than  the 
previous  day. 

Lifted  by  the  wicket,  McGrath 
immediately  went  to  work  on 
Dominic  Cork,  striking  the 
Englishman  on  the  body  in  his  next 
over  and  harassing  him  with  a  series 
of  short-pitched  bolls. 

The  tactic  paid  off  when  Cork, 
after  just  16  minutes  at  the  crease, 
tried,  to  pull  McGrath  through  mid-

Complacency, 
tactical  errors 
blamed  for 
West  Indies’ 
amazing  loss 

KINGSTON,  Jamaica  (AP)  - 
Complacency,  tactical  errors  and 
the  age  of  the  West  Indian  side's 
fast  bowlers,  all  were  blamed  yes¬ 
terday  as  bewildered  cricket  fens 
in  the  Caribbean  tried  to  explain 
the  humiliating  two-wicket  defeat 
to  South  Africa’s  Orange  Free 
State. 

It  was  one  of  the  most  amazing 
turnarounds  in  cricket-  Having 
bowled  the  home  team  out  for  67 
for  a  first  innings  lead  of  249,  the 
West  Indies  managed  to  lose  the 
game.  They  stumbled  to  18S  all 
out  in  the  second  innings  and  the 
regional  team  scored  438  for  eight 
to  win  by  two  wickets. 

In  their  final  warmup  game 
before  the  first  of  a  five-Test 
series  starts  on  Thursday,  the  West 
Indies  began  strongly  but  then  fell 
to  a  hammering  led  by  Orange 
Free  State  captain  Hansie  Cronje, 
who  launched  an  extraordinary 
attack  on  the  West  Indies  spin 
bowlers  and  wound  up  unbeaten 
on  157.

The  excitement  of  the  Florida 
Panthers'  inaugural  season  in 
1993-94,  when  they  became  the 
wimungest  first-year  team  in  NHL 
history.  The  magical  1996  playoff 
run,  when  Florida  reached  the 
Stanley  Cup  finals  in  its  third  sea¬ 
son.  The  hailstorm  of  plastic  rats 
that  Uttered  Miami  Arena  that  year 
as  hockey  fever  swept  the  tropics. 

Then,  having  gotten  all  that  out 
of  his  system,  Vanbiesbrouck 
showed  the  Panthers  there's  no 
room  for  sentimentality. 
Vanbiesbrouck  made '  25  saves 
Sunday  night,  including  three 
clutch  stops  in  the  third  period, 
and  Keith  Jones  scored  26  seconds 
into  overtime  to  give  the 
Philadelphia  Flyers  a  2-1  victory. 

As  South  Florida  sports  icons 
go,  Vanbiesbrouck  may  have 
ranked  only  behind  Miami 
Dolphins  quarterback  Dan 
Manno  during  the  time  he  spent 
with  the  Panthers.  His  intense 
concentration  and  quick  reflexes 
were  the  perfect  complement  to 
an  expansion  chib  that  built  its 
success  on  grinding  its  way  past 
opponents. 

Florida  went  33-34-17  in  its  first 
season  as  Vanbiesbrouck  finished 
third  in  voting  for  file  Hart  Trophy 
as  the  NHL’s  MVP.  He  provided 
the  backbone  two  years  later  when 
the  Panthers  upended  Philadelphia 
and  Pittsburgh  to  reach  the  1996 
finals  before  falling  to  Colorado. 

Greeted  with  about  a  50-50  mix¬ 
ture  of  cheers  and  boos  as  be  took 
the  ice,  Vanbiesbrouck  turned  in  a 
third-period  performance  that 
recalled  the  best  of  times. 

He  first  turned  away  Scott 
Mellanby  and  Viktor  Kozlov  up 
close  within  a  span  of  about  90 
seconds  early  in  die  third  period. 
Then  with  seven  minutes  left,  he 
stopped  Mark  Parrish  as  he 
steamed  through  the  right  circle. 

“Quite  honestly,  he  won  it  for  us 
tonight,”  Flyers  captain  Eric 
Lindros  said.  “He  made  big  stops 
on  some  two-on-one  breaks  and 
quick  passes  out  of  die  corner.  He 
was  sharp  all  night" 

On  the  Flyers’  winning  goal, 
Lindros  sent  die  pock  in  front  hop¬ 
ing  to  find  John  LeClair,  but  goal- 
tender  Kirk  McLean  got  his  stick 
on  it  It  skittered  instead  to  Jones, 
whose  shot  went  over  the  goal  line 
before  McLean  could  recover. 

LeClair  added  his  1 2th  goal  as 
the  Flyers  notched  their  fourth 
straight  win  after  an  0-5-2  slump. 
Philadelphia  won  despite  taking  a 
season-low  16  shots. 

“It’s  a  tough  loss,  no  doubt  about 
that”  Florida  coach  Terry  Murray 
said.  “We  were  the  better  team

Paul  Kariya  set  up  goals  by 
Marty  Mclnnis  and  Steve  Rucchin 
and  Guy  Hebert  again  was  solid  in 
foe  nets  as  the  Mighty  Ducks  beat 
foe  visiting  Blackhawks. 

Sto  Grimson  and  rookie  Antii 
Aalto  also  scored  for  the  Ducks, 
who  won  for  foe  fifth  time  in  seven 
games  despite  the  absence  of 
Teemu  Selanoe.  The  all-star  right 
wing  missed  his  sixth  consecutive 
game  because  of  a  thigh  injury. 
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Cowboys  30,  Seahawks  22 
Troy  Aikman  threw  two  touch¬ 
down  passes  and  completed  28  of 
42  for  296  yards  as  Dallas  (8-3) 
stayed  two  games  ahead  of  foe 
Cardinals  in  the  NFC  East. 

Visiting  Seattle  led  14-13  at  one 
point,  but  Aikman’s  18-yard 
touchdown  pass  to  Billy  Davis 
and  Chris  Warren’s  1-yaid  run  in 
foe  fourth  quarter  were  too  much 
for  the  Seahawks  (5-6)  to  over¬ 
come. 

S  teeters  30,  Jaguars  15 
Deway  ne  Washington  returned 
two  interceptions  for  touchdowns 
of  52  and  78  yards  as  Pittsburgh 
got  back  in  contention  in  the  AFC 
Central. 

Washington  stepped  in  front  of 
Keenan  McCardell  for  his  52-yard 
return  on  foe  Jaguars’  second  pos¬ 
session,  then  added  his  fifth  career 
TD  return  with  34  seconds  left 
Broncos  40,  Raiders  14 
John  Elway  went  over  50,000 
yards  passing  for  his  career. 

Host  Denver  scored  the  last  23 
points  against  Oakland  (7-4), 
whose  defense  ranked  second  in 
the  NFL. 

NFL  rushing  leader  Terrell 
Davis  ran  for  162  yards  on  3 1  car¬ 
ries  and  scored  once,  raising  his 
season  total  to  1,492  yards,  and 
the  Broncos  defense  had  three 
fourth-quarter  interceptions,  all  of 
which  were  converted  into  touch¬ 
downs. 

49ers  31,  Saints  20 
Steve  Young  threw  two  of  his 
four  touchdown  passes  in  a  17- 
point  third  quarter  for  San 
Francisco. 

Young,  who  had  force  first-quar¬ 
ter  turnovers  to  help  visiting  New 
Orleans  (5-6)  take  a  10-0  lead, 
gave  foe  49ers  a  21-13  edge  when 
he  hit  Garrison  Hearst  on  an  81- 
yard  touchdown  play. 

Young’s  8-yard  touchdown  pass 
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to  Jerry  Rice  put  San  Francisco 
ahead  28-13.  Young,  who  passed 
for  290  yards,  also  had  a  pair  of  8- 
yard  scoring  passes  to  Terrell 
Owens  in  the  second  period. 

Jets  24,  Oilers  3 
Vinny  Testa verde  threw  for  237 
yards  and  two  touchdowns  as  New 
York  bounced  back  from  last 
week’s  last-minute  loss  to 
Indianapolis  by  notching  a  road 
win. 

The  score  was  3-3  at  halftime 
before  Testaverde  led  the  Jets  to 
touchdowns  on  their  first  two  pos¬ 
sessions  of  the  second  half.  He 
capped  each  drive  with  TD  tosses, 
the  first  a  3-yarder  to  Keyshawn 
Johnson  and  then  a  2-yarder  to 
Keith  Byars. 

Ravens  20,  Bengals  13 
Priest  Holmes,  who  rushed  for 
173  yards  against  the  Bengals  in 
his  first  NFL  start,  piled  up  227 
more  for  visiting  Baltimore.

It  was  the  sixth  straight  loss  for 
the  Chiefs  (4-7)  despite  their  high¬ 
est-scoring  game  of  the  season. 
The  Chargers  scored  five  offensive 
touchdowns  for  the  first  time  since 
they  had  six  in  a  game  in  2993. 

Panthers  24,  Rams  20 
Carolina  won  for  the  second 
time  this  season,  forcing  a 
turnover  on  a  late  interception 
return  by  Sl  Louis. 

The  Panthers  (2-9)  were  on  the 
verge  of  squandering  a  17-point 
lead  when  Roman  Phifer  inter¬ 
cepted  a  pass  from  Steve 
Beuerlein.

Ron  Rivers,  subbing  for  Barry 
Sanders,  ran  36  yards  for  a  touch¬ 
down,  and  Trent  Differ  threw  a 
crucial  interception  in  foe  closing 
minutes  at  Tampa  Bay.

An  to  wain  Smith  rushed  for  two 
touchdowns  and  Doug  Flutie 
passed  for  two  for  host  Buffalo, 
who  scored  24  points  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  quarter.

It's  rare  that  you  have 
something  in  your  hands  that  may 
stay  for  eternity,  ft  would  be  an 


achievement  that  1  feel  may  never  be 
touched,"  Sampras  said. 

“But  the  Grand  Slam  record  is 
something  1  put  above  everything,” 
said  Sampras,  who  has  11  Grand 
Slam  tides,  one  short  of  the  record  of 
Roy  Emerson. 

Although  be  won  Wimbledon  for 
the  fifth  time  this  year,  Sampras  has 
had  a  relatively  modest  season  by  his 
standards,  winning  only  three  other 
tides. 

Rios,  who  at  22  is  five  years 
younger  than  Sampras.  leads  the  tour 
with  seven  tides.  The  Chilean  has 
already  held  the  No.  1  spot  twice 
briefly  this  year.  This  is  his  first 
appearance  at  he  World 
Championship.

Millennium  Stadium  in  Manchester  were  all  named  os 
Category  “A”  venues  for  England's  2006  World  Cup 
bid  yesterday. 

In  all  16  stadiums,  included  the  a^-yet  unbuilt 
Millennium  Stadium  to  be  used  for  the  2002 
Commonwealth  Games  and  a  planned  new  40.000 
capacity  ail-seaier  stadium  for  Leicester  City,  were 
placed  on  the  list  which  all  meet  FIFA  requirements. 

Other  grounds  may  be  added  if  their  development 
plans  are  firmed  up  before  England's  World  Cup  bid 
submission  is  presented  to  FIFA  next  July.
